The objection to the charters can be none to Ingulphus, unleſs 1 
we were certain he had copied them all before they were deſtroy- 8 
ed in that calamitous fire, which he ſo affectingly paints, and 
in which he expreſsly tells us periſhed all their beautiful charters, 
written in litera publica, and adorned with golden croſſes, antient

tell us what artifice he uſed in the return of the property of this 


houſe to the ſurveyors for Domeſday ; it might perhaps be no 


unfair preſumption, that he, like many others of his rank, pro- 


duced forged charters to ſupport his claims. Mr. Wanley's prin- 
cipal objection is to the foundation charter, as given by him; 
that it ſeems to have been taken from one now in being, and not 


much older, if any thing at all, than the time of Henry II. The 


original charter in Saxon characters, in the poſſeſſion of Robert 


Hunter, eſq. lord of the place, was ſhewn to the Society of An- 


tiquaries, as appears by their minutes, by Mr. Lethieullier 1734 
the initial letters and croſſes gilt: : Concordat cum recordo; Gul. 
Ryley, June 23, 1754. In a liſt of the records in the pariſh 
cheſt, printed in the Appendix, written in a hand of the laſt 
century, none of which are now to be found, is mentioned the 
goulden charter, which ſhould ſeem to be at leaſt a copy of this.

the autograph of Ingulphus' hiſtory with the autograph of the 
Confeſſor's laws; nor do I find one word in Selden about his wiſh or 
endeavour to get this laſt autograph into his hands.

paper. The writer of the note before referred to, after a parti- 
cular converſation with Mr. Scribo, and an actual view of the 
ſtone, Aug. 26, 1782, finds himſelf compelled to affirm in vindi-- 
cation of Mr. Pegge, that the ſtone in its preſent ſtate is a flat cone, 
which has room for no more letters than are exhibited by all who 
have copied it from Mr..

this ſubject, had the Society of Antiquaries exerted a proper re- 


ard to truth and their own dignity, on the challenge offered to 


more than one of their members. If the figure here copied from 


the Archeologia, vol. V. pl. 6. could be depended on, it will eaſily 
be ſeen that Mr, Lloyd's drawing repreſented the inſcription more 


truly than it did the /7oze, which approaches nearer toDr.Stukeley's | 
repreſentation of it as an obtruncated cone. Three or four chan- 


nellings or flutings on the left ſide of this ſtone have been noticed 
in no draught of it except one in the Gentleman's Magazine, vol. 


XXIX. p. 570, Where the inſeription is by no means fo faithful 
as it profeſſes to be. 

The following extract from the minutes of the Spalding Sociery 
may perhaps give no imperfect idea of theſe boundary crofles.

Siward, who had been abbot 62 years, departed this life, and 


was ſucceeded by Theodore.

He cauſed to be made ſix chalices for the different altars 
and chapels, ſix graduals, four antiphonars, and eight miſſale, for 
the altars in the choir, furniſhed the offices of the monaſtery with 
copper veſſels, cloathed the whole convent every year with 
gowns, every other year with hoods, and every third year with 
 frocks, at his on expence*; befides what abbot Turketyl gays 
the manor of Beby for. After eight years excellent adminiſtra- 
tion he died 5 non. Mart. A. D. 992, and was buried bY. the 
_ of his predeceſſor in the chapterhouſe f. 

His ſucceſſor was Oſtetul, who had been prior under Tithe: 
NE and both Egelrics, after prior Amfrid. Ingulphus gives him 
an excellent character, . crowned by ſuch: an extenſive charity, 
that he was ſtyled the Farber of the Poor. In his time the Danes 
renewed their ravages; and Lefwin, a rich lady of Elnophſþuryy 
and ſiſter to our abbot, flying from them, carried with, hen to 
Witleſey the reliques of St. Neot, which ſhe: perſuaded her brather 
to ſend for to his abbey, which was accordingly done. King 
Ethelred having demanded a heavy ſubſidy from the religious

To him ſucceeded Godric II. elected, fays lagulphus, in times 
of oppreſſion and trouble, as his predeceſſor and nameſake, in the 
tithe of the deſolation and ruin of his abbey. He ſat fourteen 
years in che reign of king Ethelred, and in his firſt year paid him 
200 marks, heſides leſſer ſums continually extorted by the king's 
ſervants. The ſame happened in the ſecond; third, and fourtiæ 
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years. In the third year a further ſum of £200, was demanded 
to build and man ſhips. In the fourth year Turkill, a Daniſh 
earl, landing with a powerful armament, a demand of £100. was 
made, and moſt rigorouſly inforced. The Danes, over-running 
the country, burnt whatever they could not carry off, and among. 
the reſt the manors of Drayton, Cotenham, and Hopeton, and 
the whole county of Cambridge. It had now been the cuſtom 
to pay 400 marks a year, when, in 1013, Suene arrived with a 
freſh fleet, and over- run Lindſey, burning the villages, ſlaughter- 
ing the peaſants, and torturing the religious to death. He burnt 
Baſton and Langtoft, the monaſtery of St. Pega and all its adjacent 
manors, Glynton, Northburch, Makeſey, Etton, Badyngton, and 
Bernak. The abbot eſcaped by night in a boat to Croy land, as did 
the abbot: and monks of Peterborough, when their, houſe was 
deſtroyed, to Thorney, the prior to Ely, and the ſub- prior, with 
ten monks, to Croyland. A very fortunate rain that year had 
laid the whole country under water, ſo that this abhey was a ſe- 
cure reſort of innumerable multitudes. The choir and! cloiſten 
were filled with monks, the reſt of the church with Prieſts. and 
clerks, the whole abbey with the laity, and the church-yard, day, 
and night, with. women and children under tents. The ſtrongeſt 
of the men watched among the reeds and alders along the rivers. 
There were then 100 monks in commons :- Swene ſent and de- 
manded 1000 marks to be paid in a ſet time at Lincoln under pain 
of burning the monaſtery; and three months after this ſum was. 
paid, another ſuch was extorted by his officers to victual his. 
troops. King Ethelred ſuppoſed Godric was worth mountains. of. 
money ; and Swene and his army were perpetually threatening. 
kim for affording 8 ſhelter to ſo many ref ge: By expences at. 
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Rome, and exactions from abroad, Turketyl's whole treaſure was 
draiged, and both Egelric's barns deſtroyed. The king's officers {till 
worrying Godric, and: charging him with inviting in the Danes, 
it was determined to hire ſome of the followers of Edric, duke of 
Mercia; and when all reſources for paying them failed, to mort- 
gage their lands to him for life. Norman, ſon of earl. Lefwin, 
and brother of Leofric, earl of Leiceſter, was hired with a grant 
of Badby manor for 100 years; to hold of St. Guthlac, paying a 
pepper- corn fine yearly at Bartholomewtide. This ſerved. the 
monaſtery in good ſtead, till he was killed in battle againſt Ca - 
nute, 1017, when Edric twice betrayed. his own ſovereign, and.

ed in his life, a ſudden darkneſs and a violent rain came on; and 
the bier being broken, the corps felt out into the dirt, and re- 


mained there a conſiderable time: an evident miracle in favour 
of 
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of che Croylanders,- who not only recovered their right in this 
inſtance, but held their property in other inſtances more ſecure- 
ly. Richard de Rulos, who married the daughter of Hugh de 
Evermue before-mentioned, lord of Brunne and Depyng, making 
a large incloſure of fen and other lands, did not preſume to do it 
without ' conſent of this monaſtery, to which he gave twenty 
marks in alms, and was inrolled in their martyrology. He in- 
cloſed from St. Guthlac's. chapel eaſt to Cardyke, and croſs Car- 
dyke'to Cleylake beyond Crammor, keeping out the Weland by 
a ftout dyke, and building thereon many tenements and cottages, 
with gardens, &c. and thus converting the marſh-land into arable 
and paſture ground, and the aforeſaid chapel into a pariſh church, 
made a large town in a ſhort time. He continued a ſteady 
friend to this abbey. 

The affairs of the monaſtery being now on a proſperous foot- 
ing, Ingulphus went to London to ſolicit the king for the releaſe 
of Ulketul. William's perſonal antipathy to him had ceaſed, 

but he was till determined againſt his advancement to any dignity 
in the church. He permitted him to return to Peterborough, 
but never to Croyland, unleſs Ingulphus wanted to aſk him any 

_ queſtions about its affairs. In return for the kind treatment 
ſhewn him by his ſucceſſor, he gave them the chalice, formerly 
belonging to his chapel, a portiforium according to the ufe of 
that church, and a miffal, a filver cup and cover, and twelve 
ſpoons, ' promiſing more as ſaon as he could ſpeak to his ſervants. 
Ingulphus uſed to ſend for him twice or thrice a year, and keep « 
him ſometimes a month, ſometimes half a year, treating him 
with all due reſpect both in the choir and refectory; and beſides 
the information he gave him of the ſtate of the houfe, he found 
things went on much better during the ten years he ſpent with 
him, than for the ten years after. He ſurvived his depoſition 
ten years; and after lying ſpeechleſs and helpleſs of a paralytic 
ſtroke, died 1085, leaving many of the effects of this monaſte- 
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ry in the hands of the convent at Peterborough, whom he had 
in vain ſolicited to reſtore them *. N 

On the alarm of a Daniſh invaſion William pn his fol- 
diers on thoſe monaſteries which held their lands free of military 
ſervice. This houſe had ſix ſoldiers and twenty-eight archers +. 


When the Domeſday ſurvey was made, Ingulphus, at no ſmall 


trouble and expence, procured a tranſcript from it of the poſ- 
ſeſſions of this abbey, in ſome articles abridged, in others en- 
larged; of which a copy may. be ſeen, N' XIII. Ingulphus 
takes care to inform poſterity, that as the Engliſh, when they 
fell under the Norman dominion, adopted French manners in 
many reſpects, they uſed the term league inſtead of mile, at the 
ſame time retaining the meaſure of the latter; and that the ſur- 
veyors, in marking out the bounds of the ſite of the abbey, gave 
it rather over meaſure, in which the other ſurveyors of the neigh- 
bourhood and the king's officers acquieſced ; and it was entered on 
the records accordin gly. The monks. of Peterborough, .proud 
of their importance, and becauſe many prelates, noblemen, and 
others had choſen to be buried in their church, had attempted 
divers encroachments on the lands of this - abbey, which Ulketel 


had connived at, but Ingulphus hoped to get the better of. From 


the time of the firſt king Ethelred, their founder, Croyland had 
been quit and free from all ſecular ſervices; and in the town 
neither vi/llans, bordars, nor /ocmen are mentioned, becauſe there 
were no inhabitants, except in time of war, when they ſought 
refuge there; but in peace rented the lands of the abbey, or held 
them in fee. 
Ingulphus carried with him to London all the charters and 
grants to his abbey from the time of the foundation to the laſt 
Mercian king, which were all written in Saxon characters, while 
the ſucceeding ones of Edred, their re-founder, and his ſucceſſors,

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were duplicates in the French as well as Latin language. And 
though the Normans deſpiſed and could not read the latter, In- 
gulphus gained ſo much favour at court, that he obtained a full 
and ample confirmation of them all, particularly Edred's confirma- 
tion charter. This confirmation by the conqueror may be ſeen 
N* XIV. but the like ſacceſs did not attend his ſollicitation to have 
Spalding reſtored. Ivo Tailbois's intereſt prevailed; and Ingul- 
phus had no. other conſolation than to recommend to his ſuc- 
ceſſors to plead the original charter of Thorold, whereby that cell 
was firſt granted to Croyland. See this inſtrument, N' XV. 
Ingulphus carried back with him-a copy of the laws of Edward 
the Confeflor, which the Conqueror had confirmed, and which 
may be ſeen in his hiſtory, p. 88—9g1, and of the deciſion of 
the great queſtion of primacy in favor of the archbiſnop of. 
Canterbury, p.gh od * 
The winter of 107 2 was uncommonly ſevere. When the pro- 
viſions of the con vent began to fail, and the ice in the fens pre- 
vented them receiving a ſupply, the prayers of the abbot obtained 
a miraculous recruit. A voice was heard from the north corner 
of the-monaſtery,.and two great ſacks of wheat, with two others 
of the fineſt flour, were ſuddenly ſeen in the Cs tra and 
proved an. acceptable ſupply to their neceſſities. p 
The following ſummer the people of Holland followed thi 
example of thoſe of Depyng by incloſing and improving the fens 
of Multon, Weſton, and Spalding; and thoſe were 3 by 
this convent, who encloſed their part of Whaplode *. 
It was not however long before theſe inſtances of good fortune 
wWere followed by a ſad reverſe. On the acceſſion of William 
Rufus, 108, Ivo Tailbois availed: himſelf of his intereſt: with 


Him 
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him to renew his violences, and ſeized on all the lands of this 
abbey within his demeſne, viz. at Whaplode, Spalding, Pynch- 
bek, and Algare. When Ingulphus found the interpoſition of 
Richard de Rulos and their other good friends had no effect, he 
went to London, and from thence-to- Canterbury, to his old friend 
archbifhop Lanfranc. The archbiſhop appointed a day to meet 
Him in London with his charters, which Lanfranc ſhewed to the 
king; and the ſheriff of Lincoln was deſired to enquire and com- 
pet reſtitution, which was done. Fulcard, whom 1vo Had cri 
into the church of Whaplade, appealed to the Pope. 
We are now came to the moſt calamitous — — befel this 
houſe, from its foundation to the time of Ingulphus, foreſhewn 
by ſo many prodigies and viſions, and of which fo many public 
warnings had been given :—that dreadful fire, x0g1, which fo 
cruelly laid waſte the habitations of the ſervants of God. Our 
readers will not be difpleafed to have the afreting narrative of it it 
at large from Ingulphus himſelf. © 
The plumber had been preparing his rnd repairs the 
tower of the church a whole day, when he went to ſupper, and 
fooliſtily left his embers covered up for the 8 Supper 
being ended, and all the ſervants retired to reſt, in the midelle of 
the night the north wind rifing, blew the burning embers 
through the lattices upon the beams that were neareſt, where find- 
ing dry 2 the fire ſoon blazed up, and caught hold of the 
larger beams. The towns-people ſaw a great light in the ſteeple 
a long. tar,” but ſuppoſed the officers of the church or the 
plumber were doing forme work there: at length feeing the 
flames burſt ont, they knocked violently at the doors of the mo- 
naſtery. It was about the firſt watch of the night t, when we

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were all in our firſt and ſoundeſt ſleep. Waked * the tow 
noiſe, and haſtening to the window, I ſaw as plainly as. at noon 


day all the, ſeryants of the houſe running to the church. I im- 
mediately put on my night-gown *, and called up my compa- 


nions, and made the beſt of my way into the cloyſter, where the 
light blazed like 1000 torches. - I ran to the church door, and 
| attempting t to get in, had like to have been killed t by the melted 
bells, and lead; but retreating, and. ſeeing the flames. ſpreading 
within the. church; I ran to the dormitory : the lead dropping 
from the church through the cloyſter gave me a grievous wound 
on the ſhoulder; and I muſt have periſhed in the flames, if 1 
had not preſently eſcaped into the area of the cloyſter. There 
ſceing. the fire from the tower had reached the nave, and was 
ſpreading towards the dormitory, I called to the monks, who 
were ſo dead aſleep that I could hardly awaken them. On the 
alarm of fire, and hearing my voice, they ſprung out of the win- 
dows in their night - gowns or half naked, and many were griev- 
ouſly hurt. and ſhook by the fall. T he flames had now reached 
the chapter-houſe, the dormitory, the refectory, the walk hy the 
infirmary, and levelled the infirmary itſelf, with all its offices.. 
The brethren. flocking to me in the court, and ſeeing many of 
them half naked, I endeavoured to regain my apartment to pro- 


cure them ſome cloaths; but ſo great was the heat at the en- 


trance of the hall, and the melted lead dropped fo faſt, that the 
boldeſt and youngeſt were afraid to venture. 1 knew not at this

time that the infirmary was deftroyed, and was going round by 
the north church-yard to the eaſt end of the church, when I ſaw 


the infirmary demoliſhed, and the oaks, aſhes, and willows that 


grew round it conſumed by the devouring flames. Returning „

When day appeared, and 1 
was a little come to myſelf; I found the brotherhiood ſtanding 
round fe fdint arid drowned in tears,” and ſome of them-milera-' 
bly bruiſed antburnt. ' They performed the ſervice togetHer in 
the hal'of our corrodiary Grimketul, ant as ſwon as the Whole 
Was over, we took a ſurvey of the mbnaſtery, which was fill 
im mafiy places, and then I firſt obſerved that the granary 
arid fable were deftroyed; the fire ſtill preying om them, and 
their poſts burnt even betow' the ground. Abbut 3 o'clock* the: 
fire abatedꝭ and we got into the church, and having got it under 
by Water, we ind all the ſervice books recticed 6 allies in the 


the veelh, rich had a double Aris! roof. The char 100m, 
though it had a' vaulted roof of ſtorie; tmitted tlie fire through 
its windows, which were of wodd:- and by the exceflive heat, 
thorigh the preſſes were uninjured; all our manuſcripts were 
ſhrivelled and burnt up; our beautiful charters written in capi- 
tals*, and adorned with golden croffes; antient Pictures, and beau- 
tiful letters; all deſtroyed. The old aiid' exquiſite grants of the 
Mercian kings, richly embelliſhed with: paintings of gold, but 
written · in · Saxon characters, were all confumed All theſe, to 
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the amount of near 400; Were in one nights s dime totally da- 
ſtroyed. Luckily, a few years before I had taken out (ſeveral 


Saxon deeds, of which we had duplicates and triplicates, and 
given them to our chanter Fulmar to keep in the cloiſter, in order 
to teach the younger monks the Saxon characters, which had 
been brought into diſuſe by the Normans, and could be read 
only by a few of the elder ones. Theſe, being placed in the cloi- 
ter, ner old = within the wall of the church, were the only 


were hare laid utes, and ſlighted, as written in a bann . 
er. We loſt our whole library, conſiſting of upwards of 

300 original volumes, beſides more than 400 leſſer ones; and 
that beautiful and coſtly ſphere *, moſt curiouſly conſtructed of 
different metals, according to the different planets. Saturn was 
of copper, Jupiter of gold, Mars of iron, the ſun of brafs +, Mer- 
cury of amber , Venus of tin, and the moon of filver : the co- 
lures and all the ſigns of the Zodiac had their ſeveral figures and 
colours: yariouſly finiſhed, and adorned with ſuch a mixture of 
precious ſtones and metals, as amuſed the exe while it informed 
the mind of every beholder. Such another fphere.|| was not 
known. or heard of in England; and it was a preſent from the 
king of France to Turketyl, who at bis death bequeathed it to 
the. common library, where it was now melted and, deſtroyed. 5 
Our chapter houſe was entirely deſtroyed; our dormitory, with 

all the beds and adjoining room 5; our refectory, with every 
thing in it (except a few ſtone cups , and the horn and cruci- 
ye tt of King Witlaf is which were hand in ſtone preſſes) with

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the kitchen adjoining, and the hall and chamber of the converts, 
wich all their furniture; our bellar and the caſks full of ale 
therein; the abbot's hall and chamber, and the whole court of 
the monaſtery, which my predeceſſors had adorned with ſuch a 
ſuite of handſome buildings, were all deftroyed. © Wretched r me, 
who lived here to be an eye-witneſs of this dreadful ſcene ! No- 
thing eſcaped but a few huts of corrodiaries, and ſome ſheds for 
cattle, which were ſaved by their diſtance, or being covered with 
ſtone,” Except the north tranſept of the church, from which the 
windblew the flames to the ſouth, all the buildings of the mo- 
naſtery that were leaded, whether of ſtone or wood, our records and 
jewels, our books and furniture, our bells and ſteeples, our habits 
and proviſions, were, under my unfortunate” adminiftration,” in 
ene moment deſtroyed. Not one of the various warnings of 
this event, the dying charge of our holy father TarketyÞto!/ take 
eare of our fire, and that of our other holy father Wulfran to 
me at Fontanel, to take eſpecial care of the fire of the three 
ſaints, viz. Guthlac, Neot, and Waltheof, were underſtood by me 
till now too late, to my ſorrow, which I muſt indulge, as the beſt 
atonement'for my fault a. 2 ſorod Neve To brim 5 
No ſooner was this calamity noiſed Ido, chan the neighbours 
vied with each other in ſending relief. Remigius, biſhop, of 
Lincoln, granted 40 days indulgence to all who aſſiſted, and ſent 
himſelf 40 marcs of ſilver; as did the clergy and citizens of Lin- 
coln 100; Richard de Rulos 10 marks and 10 quarters of wheat, 
10 of malt, 10 of peaſe, and 10 of beans. Haco de Multon 12 
quarters of wheat, and 20 fat hogs. Elſin de Pynchbek 100 
ſhillings of filver, and Io hogs. Ardnot of Spalding 6 quarters 
of wheat, 2 oxen f, and 12 hogs: and among innumerable other

to ſew the monks veſtments. Several of their eſtates were alſo 
at this time let” to great, advantage. By theſe helps they were 
enabled to ſet about rebuilding their church, by putting on a 
temporary r roof+, and ſupplying the loſs of their bells and tower 
by two fillets}, given then by Fergus a brazier at Boſton. 
The next object was to tranſlate the body of Waltheof, which lay 
in the chapter-houſe open and expoſed to the weather. Upon 
opening the tomb the body was found entire and incorrupt, and 
the head joined to it, and ſomething like a ſcarlet thread round 
the neck. Ingulphus looking at the face, immediately recollected 
the perſon he had ſeen in his dream at Fontenel; and after con- 
feſſion and abſolution of the whole ſociety, crept to it, and kiſſed 
it, and handled it, and declares that he perceived a moſt fragrant 
ſmell iſſue from it. He gave out the reſponſe, Ecce odor filii 


met, which was followed by the whole choir, and ſhutting up the. 


tomb, conveyed the body to the church, where it was depoſited on 
the ſide of St. Guthlac, under an arch of ſtone, in a place pre- 
pared for that purpoſe. Miracles were preſently wrought at it; 
and the eoncourſe of people flocking to ſee them, proved of ſignal 
benefit to the convent l. 5 

Inguiphus introduced a cuſtom peculiar to the foreign con- 
vents, which hie calls $ the poor's maunday, every day after 
high maſs for their benefactors. The almoner had leave to go 
out of the church at high maſs, immediately after conſecration, 


to the gate of the abbey, and bring into the great parlour**, before. 
the end of high maſs, three ſtrangers, or three aged poor, or.

Every ſick monk might chooſe o one of his brethren to attend him, 
provided the infirmarer * took his place in the convent; and the 
ſerjeant of the infirmary might alſiſt the prior in celebrating, or 
the clerk of the infirmary the infirmarer, or any other ſenior 
diſpoſed to Celebrate there, if not otherwiſe engaged about the 
fick, for Which he was to have an allowance as one of the abbot's . 
Fant and four ſhillings a year for his Pay. If the whole con- 
vent eat in the refectory, and none were ſick, the ſaid ſerjeant 
was not to go to his dinner before the bell r rang ; but if the 
monks for their own pleaſure and eaſe, or becauſe they had been. 
bled+, choſe to eat in the refectory, the ſervant of the infirmary 
was to attend them till all their proviſion was ſet on, and then 
retire to his own dinner; unleſs wanted by the prior or any of 
the ſeniors who might be ſick; and then to take his bread, and 
the ſick monks were to give him a mare! of their proviſion; and 
ſo every ſucceeding day the cook's ſervant to have their ſeavings>:

and if none,. then the almoner was to find him proviſion. All 
theſe ſervahts were ſtrictly charged not to let any ſeculars, men, 
women, or children, from the town or elſewhere, into the infir- 
mary; nor was any ſecular perſon. to be ſhaved or bled there, 
without ſpecial leave from. the abbot or prior. Theſe three ſer- 
vants were to lie every night! in the infirmary, and not abſent them- 
ſelves without expreſs leave from the prior. The ſergeantry 9

-T The ſergeantry of the refectory was given to Harald Gower, and 
= that of the hoſpital * to Roller Quater, but on leſs advantageous 
| terms, becauſe they had not been ſo liberal of their benefaCtions, 
8 and they were accordingly {worn in. All theſe ſervants were 
1 to receive their daily allowance, abſent or preſent, unleſs. their ab- 
4 ſence was on their own affairs ; and if then without the Prior's 

| 4 leave they forfeited them; nor could any go out with a monk

and peſtles, 8c. It was expreſsly forbidden to lend their books 
to any diſtance without the abbot's expreſs leave; both the leſſer, 
which were unbound ||, and the larger, which were bound $ ; 
as to the ſmaller books, ſuch as Pſalters, Donatus, Cato, and ſuch” 
like poetical pieces, and the quatrains for ſinging * for boys and 
the monks” relations, they alſo were not to be lent to any chanter 
or keeper of an almonry, nor to * — for a day, without leave 
from the prior. 

The following additions were made to the ſtatutes of abbot 
Carkery), who had divided the ſociety - into three claſſes : that 
thoſe of the firſt claſs, who had not been 24. years in the order, 
ſhould not diſpoſe of their proviſion when they eat it within 
the monaſtery, without leave from the prior or ſome preſident 
before dinner : thoſe of the ſecond claſs, who had been from the 
24th to the 40th year in the order, might do this without leave, 
provided not all in one day; except the officers, who, by reaſon of 
their office, fed their ſervants out of their proviſions; or the ſa- 
criſt, the maſter of the works, and others, who found their own 
labourers, though they were of the firſt claſs of juniors: but all 
the ſecond claſs, agreeable to Turketyl's inſtitution, were exempted 
from the little chant, epiſtle, goſpel, martyrology, and colla- 
tion ++ in the chapter-houſe ; and the courſe of taper-bearers 11 
at the chanter's table, and all ſuch after labour of the choir and 
cloiſter : but thoſe of the third claſs, from 40 years and upwards, 
were exempted from prayers before matins, prime, and veſpers, 
and from matins, three leſſons, except on the grand feſtivals of

take their turns of officiating in their copes +, They were alſo ex- 
empt from reading at dinner, and performing the Sunday Maun- 
days. They might walk round the infirmary and ſacriſts gardens 
as often as they pleaſed without leave from the prior, provided only 
he knew where they were. And foraſmuch as by the rules of the 
houſe there were lights burning in the monk's dormitory every 

night till morning, to prevent danger Ingulphus ordered that the 


facriſt ſhould receive the yearly penſion of 40 ſhillings from the 


vicar of Wellingborough }, uſually paid tu the abbot, to find all the 
lights requiſite both in the cloyſter and dormitory, viz, in winter, from 
Bartholomewtide to Michaelmas, three lights in the cloyſter and four 
in the dormitory, i. e. two in the dormitory, two in the neceſſario- 
rum domo; but the light in the chapter-houſe was to be lighted be- 
fore the ſupper bell |}, and continue burning till the monks went to 
the dormitory after matins. The ſame method from the feaſt 
of the Purification to the feſtival of the burial F of St. Guthlac. 
From Michaelmas to the feaſt of the Purification all theſe lights 
were to be lighted before the monks went to drink*# in the refec- 
tory, and ſo to remain lighted till ſun-riſe through the year, ex- 
cept the lamp hanging in the chapter-houſe, which was to be 
put out when the convent retired to reſt. From the feaſt of St. 
Guthlac to Bartholomewtide, through the ſummer, at fun-ſet, the 
ſacriſt or ſub- ſacriſt was to kindle the lights. in the dormitory, ſo 
that no ſecular need go into it at night, and they were to burn 
till day: but if any went out, the ſacriſt was condemned to bread 
and water next day; and if he neglected his duty he was to fare 
the ſame for a fortnight on the ſixth holidays + in each week;

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and for the 3d offence to be turned out, and be diſqualified for 
any office for two years: if this happened by the neglect of his 
ſervants, they were to loſe their corrodies for a week, and fo in 
proportion. After dinner every day the ſoul of the founder 
Ethelred was to be abſolved ; and the monks in the choir, in me- 
 mory of king Witlaf, by whoſe horn they were refreſhed, were 
to fay at the grace after dinner this verſe, Diſperſit, dedit pauperi- 
bus, &c. and Cornu ejus exaltabitur in gloria. 

The old adverſary Tailbois, preſuming their charters were all 
burnt, again diſputed their title to their lands in his demeſne, and 
ſummoned them to Spalding. Their brother and proxy Ingulphus 
appealed to the king. His clerk, after carrying home the re- 
_ cords, returned to Spalding to hear how Tailbois would proceed. 
In his way home three of Tailbois' ſervants ſet on him, pulled him 
off his horſe, and began to ſearch him for the records; but not 
finding them, beat and wounded him ſorely. Ingulphus from 
this time carefully hid the charters. Within a fortnight after 
Yvo was convicted of conſpiring againſt the king, and outlawed *. | 

Here Ingulphus, at the year 1089, worn out with frequent 
illnefs, concludes his hiſtory of this houſe, which he compiled 
from the collections of the five ſempects and the life of Turketyl 
by. abbot Egelric II. It was continued by Peter de Blois, arch- 
deacon of Bath and vice - chancellor to king Henry I. at the deſire 
of Henry de Longchamp. From this continuation, printed alſo - 
by Pr. Gale immediately after the hiſtory by Ingulphus, we ſhall 
proceed with the narration. 

After Ingulphus had held this abbey 34 years, including the 
10 during the life of Ulketyl, and had taken every ſtep for re- 
building and refurniſhing it, he departed this life 16 cal. Jan, 
1109, 9 Hen. I. and was buried in the chapterhouſe f.

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1 Huis ſucceſſor was, after a vacancy of three months and a few 
Jy «days, rid, whom, at the recommendation of his firſt couſin Alan 
Croun, ſeneſchal of the palace, Henry ſent for from St. Ebrulph's 
abbey in Normandy. He was confecrated by Robert biſhop! of 
Lincoln. He ſet about rebuilding the church and monaſtery 
with ſtone. For this purpoſe he obtained the archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury's indulgence remitting one third of the penance enjoined 
on any who would contribute to this good work, with which he 
diſpatched his monks all over England and Scotland and the con- 
tinent, and even to Norway, and they ſucceededin their commiſſion 
beyond expectation. Joffrid ſent alſo to his manor of Cotenham 
Gilbert, one of his monks, a doctor of Divinity, with three others, 
-who ſettled here, from Normandy, who, being deep verſed in phi- 
loſophy and other primitive ſciences, read lectures every day in a 
barn which they hired at Cambridge, and in two years had ſuch 
a number of hearers, that neither barn nor church could contain 
them. They therefore ſeparated to different places, and adopting 
the practice of the univerſity of Orleans *, Odo read lectures in 
grammar in the morning to the younger ſort ; Terric logic tothe 
older ſtudents at noon, and William rhetoric in the afternoon ; 
while Gilbert preached every Sunday in different churches in 
French and Latin againſt the Jews, and on holiday evenings ex- 
plained the Scriptures to the learned and the clergy. This 
brought no ſmall revenue to their convent, and ſuch an improve- 
ment in that of this manor, that in one year 100 marks were re- 
© mitted from it towards rebuilding the church. The abbot him- 
ſelf viſited them, and preached among them; and though his nu- 
= merous hearers underſtood neither Latin nor French, the force of 
= his ſubject and his comely perfon excited them to give amply to

his deſign, Which he Mee introduced; not to mention the per- 
ſons he brought into his own ſociety, that at Thorney, and others. 
He ſerit alſo to his manor of Wridthorp by Stamford three of 
Iris monks, Engliſhmen, Elſin, Fregiſt, and Harold, of whom the 
firſt was thade prior, who by their preaching drew copious alms, 
and to whom he aſſigned a fixed and perpetual revenue there. 
To his manor of Wendlynburg he ſent for the ſame purpoſe two 
monks, Walthof, afterwards abbot, and Lewin. The miracles 
wrought at the tomb of Waltheof contributed not a little to the 
benefit of the abbey, eſpecially after the ſudden death of one Au- 
din, a Norman, monk both of Croyland and St. Albams, who 
made a jeſt on theſe miracles, and reflected on their author; and 
a viſion, which the abbot ſaw the night after, wherein St. Bar- 
tholomew, SE; Guthlac, and St. Neot, ſtood by the martyrs ſhrine; 
and the apoſtle taking hold of his head; which was faſtened to 
his body, faid, he is not headleſs, to which Guthlac, ſtanding at the

next with the like offer. Robert, abbot of Thorney, laid the 8. E. 


corner ſtone, with £10. for the workmen. Alan Croun, who was 
related to the two abbots, placed the next to the eaſt, and on it 

his title to the patronage of Freſton church; as did his wife Mu- 
riel the next, with the patronage of Tofts ; and their eldeſt ſon 


Maurice another, with that of Butterwyke ; and their daughter 


Maud another, with that of Burton in Keſteven. All theſe deeds 
Alan publicly delivered to the abbot to build a cell for the monks 
of Croyland in whichever of theſe churches he thought proper. 
Robert earl of Leiceſter laid the S. E. ſtone, in cono capitis, with 
40 marks, while the next to the ſouth was laid by baron Walter 


de Cantilupe and his wife Emicine, with 20 marks; and the next 


to the ſouth by Sir Alan de Fulbek, with 100 ſhillings ; the 
next to the ſouth by Theodore de Botheby, knt. and near him 
Lezeline his wife, with a gift of lands ; the next to the ſouth Tur- 
brand, knight, of Spalding, with the yearly tithe of all his ſheep. 
The eaſt ſtone, in cono capitis, to the left to the north by that laid by 


earl Robert, was laid by Simon earl of Northampton, with 100 


marks; the two next N. E. by Ralph de Bernak, and Boas his wife, 
offering two quarriers for four years; the next N. E. by Helpo, 
knight, with his tithe of Kyrkeby; the next to the north by a 


knight named Simon, and his wife Gizlan, with the tithes of 


Morton and Shapwick; the next to the north by Sir Reyner de 
Bathe, and his wife Goda, with the tithes of Houton and Birton. 


All theſe perſons contributed as above to the eaſt front of the

' The convent belonging to the abbot's choir laid the foundation 
of the north wall of the church with hewn ſtone after the abbot _ 
himſelf; as did thoſe of the prior's choir that of the ſouth wall 
after abbot Robert, The foundation of the firſt pillar of the 
north wall was laid by Huctred, prieſt of Depyng, and 104 of his 
_ town's people, offering one day's work in every month to com- 
plete it; that of the fecond pillar by the prieſt and 60 of the peo- 
ple of Talyngton; of the third by Stanard and 42 of the people of 
Uffington, on the ſame terms: that of the firſt ſouth pillar by 
Turgar a prieſt, two deacons, and 220 of the men of Grantham, 
with xo marks; that of the ſecond by Turkill the prieſt, and the 
people of Hocham, with 20 quarters of wheat and as many of 
malt; that of the third by Godſcall, prieſt of Routzby, and 84 
of his people, with 6 marks, 2 quarriers in their quarry, and car-- 

riage of ſtone to the ſhip, and from thence to two nn to 
ſerve at the church. 

To all theſe benefactors abbot Joffrid, when he had finiſhed his 
diſcourſe which he addreſſed to them while the ſtones were lay- 
ing, gave a ſhare in the prayers and ſervices of his church, and in 
the indulgences before mentioned, and after pronouncing his bleſi- 
ing on them, invited the whole company, both men and women, to 
dinner. The two abbots and near 400 monks eat in the refec- 
tory ; the two earls and two barons, with their wiyes and ſuite, and 
all the gentry, in the abbot's hall: the fix companies®; who reared 
the ſix pillars, with their wives, in the cloiſter, and the populace 
in the court. No leſs than 5000: perſons of both ſexes were pre- 
ſent at this ſolemnity, which was remarkably, favoured by the 
ſineneſs of the weather, and conducted with the utmoſt chear-- 
fulneſs and decorum. The whole convent purſued their work 
with unremitting ardor, under the direction of prior Odo, and

A few years before died at Eveſham abbey the nermit t WII in, 
formerly monk of Croyland, who renouncing the world during

and left behind him a ſtate of  Eveſham-abbey, - from whence 
Peter de Blois extracted what reſpected the manor of Badby, 
which that houſe perſiſted in keeping, notwithſtanding the re- 
newed claim of the abbey of Croyland, and WIſin's ſtrict 
charge that it ſhould be reſtored. At the ſame time Henry I. 
confirmed the grant of the manor of Spalding to the monks of 
Anjou. The following year Yvo Tailbois died of a paralytic 
ſtroke, and was buried in Spalding priory; and en a month 
after his deceaſe his wife married Roger de Romara-:

roof * had not been laid, gave way, and the ſouth wall cracked 
in ſo many places, that the carpenters were obliged to org it up 
with timbers till the roof was xaiſed. 

A. D. 1118, died queen Maud, the eſpecial 1 of abbot 
Joffrid and this houſe. Her death was followed by diſputes 
between the kings of France and England; the former having 
inſulted Theobald earl of Blois, the latter ſent Gilbert abbot of 
Weſtminſter and the abbot of Croyland to the earl, to deſire to 
ſpeak with him. He accordingly reſolved to come, and both ab- 
bots returned with great ſatisfaction: to their reſpective monaſte- 
ries, but Without a farthing in their pockets of the great ſums 1 
* they had taken out with them t. -

Th hiſtory of the monaſtery was reſumed by another writer, 
from the reign of Stephen 1152; but this too is imperfect at the

Abbot Joffrid died 112 4 5 and was 2 cont by 1 
monk oſ this houſe, and brother of Goſpatric a.nobleman 5. 
tranſlated hither the reliques of St. Guthlac, 1 Steph. 11 36. = 
very rich ſhrine of wood, adorned with plates of gold and 
filver and precious ſtones, was made at the expence of Robert 
de Grandineto, a wealthy and religious man. After this abbot 
had governed 12 years, he was depoſed, and ſucceeded by Jeffrey, 
prior of St. Alban's 1138 ll. He governed four years, and dying 
1142, had for ſucceſſor Edward, monk and prior of Ramſey #*# ;- 
at whoſe requeſt Stephen gave to this houſe the charter Ne XVIL

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This abbot gave many confi derable ornamenty:arid books and 
lands to it. But in his time the church, with the offices, &c. 
was a ſecomd time deſtrgyed by fire. Ile however almoſt imme- 
diately rebuilt the greateſt part in a magnificent manner; and 
after preſiding 30 years died. 1170, and was fſucceedect by Rober! 
de Redinges, prior of Lempſter, on the appointment of Henry II. 
. This abbot completed the church and the front of St. Guthlac's

Theſe the abbot of Croyland's ſervants pounded *; upon which 
zoo Hollanders came armed into the marſh, and were met by 
the abbot with a few of his people at Aſendyke, the boundary of 
Croyland fenn. Though he prevented them from offering any 
violence to the abbey, they divided the fenns among the ſeveral 
villages, dug up the peat, cut down the alder' groves, and com- 
mitted much waſte! for a fortnight. The abbot complained. to 
the neareſt of the King's juſtices, Galfrid Fitz Piers at Clive in 
Northamptonſhire, who ſent ſix ſervants to view the premiſes. 
They found the various troops of invaders, who: all pleaded the 
authority of their ſeveral lords. The abbot haſtened to Lomon, 
and lodged à complaint before Hubert Walter and the reſt of the 
lord juſtices, who directed the aforefaid Galfrid Fitz Piers to ſum- 


mon the Prior of toe 'and the Hollanders; upon which they

burnt their cabins; and went home. The abbat's ** . 
7 of the principal ringleaders, each, with damages to the amount 
of 200 marks, and they with others were committed tg priſon, 
and a day appointed for trial.

abbot of Croyland not having his proofs at hand, hound 


in a recognizance to produce them, and ſome knights of other 
unties were appointed to enquire into the matter. Theſe re- 


turned the different claims of the abbot of Croyland and the H. 
landers; and that the latter would not ſay. whether they. would 
warrant the outrages out of Munechlade, becauſe the king's juſtices 


had record thereof in their brief. The abbot therefore ſet out 


to attend the trial, but died on the road, at his manor of N 


ham. The abbey was eſcheated into the king's hand, and ſo the 


ſtorm was ſuſpended *. 


In the mean time William Longchamp, hep 1 Ely and 
chancellor, wrote'to Richard I. in Normandy, 1191, for leave-to 


appoint a new abbot, and accordingly appointed. his brother 
Henry, monk of Eveſham. While William was chancellor the 
men of Spalding declined proſecuting their claim; but no ſooner 
was he driven out of the kingdom by a faction, than they renewed 
their attacks under the abbot of Anjou, the prior of Spalding be- 


ing now depoſed... Abbot Henry, fearing he might be ſurprized . 


or murdered by them, excuſed himſelf from appearing by illneſß.

cellor had framed this at his own pleaſure :- but when he heard 
Bis father's charter he was aſhamed, and the adverſaries of Croy- 
land had nothing to reply. One of the juſtices then aſked if the 
kni ights who had ſeen the abbot were there: they were pro- 
"duced, and found not to be knights nor holders by military te- 

ure. Nothing however that the abbot could alledge againſt 
Aer competency was admitted, and another day of hearing was 
fired. Judgement was afterwards given againſt the abbot of 
. Croyland for not being at home when he alledged he was

No ſooner was it known that king Richard was priſoner in 
Getindny; than the abbot of Croyland. ſet out in the middle of 
winter for that country, and found:the king at Spires a fortnight 
before his releaſe. He complained of the injuſtice done him, and 
ſhewed him his father's charter, which Richard confirmed on the 
ſecond day after his releaſe, and wrote to Hubert archbiſhop of 
Canterbury to put him in poſſeſſion of the marſh, agreeable to 
his father's charter, and as he had at the time he ſet out for Ger- 
many. The abbot was accordingly reinſtated, and held it quietly 
all that year and the next. The abbot of Anjou obtained letters 
of revocation, and the abbot of Croyland was again: ſummoned 
to appear, which he did, and immediately went again to the king 
in Normandy. He found him ſo intent on preparing for war 
with the king of France, that he declined his application till the 
biſhop of Ely, who was chancellor, and was going on a com- 
miſſion to the emperor, introduced him to the King, who bid him 
follow him.

In 1216, before it was known that king John was dead, ſome 
foldiers whom he had ſent in purſuit of ſome of his enemies 
came to Croyland, entered the monaſtery and church in ſervice 

time, and carried off a great number of beaſts and horſes. _ 

The abbot was invited to the tranſlation of St. Thomas Becket 

by archbiſhop Stephen, 1220, but not being able to affiſt at it, 
ſent a life of the martyr drawn up by a monk of Croyland, in

Fn inclofures in Goggeſlond fenn, which was adjufted in fa- 
vour of the abbot; Hugh to have right of common there: (fee 

N' XXIII.) and he confirmed the charters of his grandfather Bald- 
win concerning the fenn. It was at the ſame time finally agreed 

between the abbot of Croyland and prior of Spalding, that they 

ſhould not impound each other's cattle in the fenns of Croyland, 

Depyng, Spalding, Pynchbek, Langtoft, and Baſton, 

After Henry de Longchamp had governed this houſe 46 years 
with great ſteadineſs and trouble, he departed this life 12.36, leav- 
ing to his church many valuable veſſels, veſtments, and other 
effects, and having finiſhed and rebuilt all the lenge, both 
within the abbey and on the ſeveral 5 manors f. |

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Hcnry III. appointed to ſucceed him Richard Bardeney, cellarer O 
of te houſe, who alſo encountered many perplexities for it, but 
happily ſurmounted them all. In his time was granted to William 
_de Albini right of common in the fenns of Croyland, Spalding, 
Pynchbek, Langtoft, and Baſton, for his tenants in Uffington, Caſ- 
wic, and Talyngton. He alſo ſued the abbot of Peterborough for 
refuſing him tolls, and right of ſtopping perſons at Croyland bridge 
at his fair time, which was determined againſt the abbot of Peter- 
borough #. Notwithſtanding his manifold perplexities, abbot 
Richard encloſed and cultivated Aſwyk fenn +, and began that of 
Doveſdale, which his ſucceſſor completed; and he affigned 100 
ſhillings a year out of the fee of his church at Whaplode; to find 
a light for ever before the altar of the Virgin Mary. He aſſigned 
the revenues of all the officers; and at his death, which hap- 
pened in the 1oth year of his ernennt, left the manors 
greatly improved f. . 
lle was ſucceeded by Thomas Wells, general _ ſub-prior of 
the ſame houſe, who beſides improving the. rents of the offices, 
ſettled on the convent the new tilled land of Doveſdale, with all 
bridges, and the fiſhery on the bank, and 30 acres of meadow 
weſt of it, in $8 near Redeclos-dyke, and garments to 
be annually diſtributed by the pitancer, together with the tithe 
of wool of all the pariſhioners of Croyland within the precinct 
and marſhes. | 

In a journey of . to Rome he was made priſoner by the

after, his ſkin was faund perfectly fitm, and a ſmell uncommonly . 
| ſweet iſſued from it. One of the aſſiſtants preſamptuouſly tore 
off the little finger of his * hand, for en he ſuffered Pie 
mature death *. 

His ſucceflor was Ralph Merſte, monk off the —_— hho. at 
great expence, and after long ſuits at law, gained the manor of 
Gedney and the church of Whaplode f for his own ule, together 
with the advowſon of Eaſton church. He alſo obtained of Henry 
III. markets and fairs in Whaplode f, Baſton $, and Croyland; free 
warren in his manors of Croyland, Langtoft, Baſton, Thetford l. 
Burthorp, Bukenhale, Halington, Dovedyke, Whaplode, Holbech, 
and Aſdyke**, Notwithſtanding- this monaſtery was like a ſhip 
toſſed in furious ſtorms, it could not be overſet ſo long as ſuch a 
ſkilful pilot ſat at the helm. He built the tower of the church 
beyond the choir, with the chapel of St. Martin by the almonry 
gate. After he had ſeen many heavy oppreſſions and grievous ex- 
actions from the crown on his church 26 years, he died on Mi- 
chaelmas day, 1281 ff. 

He was ſucceeded by Ricbard Croyland, monk here, and native 
of the town, who began to rebuild the eaſt end of the church at 
great expence, with a beauty and elegance ſuperior to all the 
churches of the province. He alſo laid out great ſums on the 
manor of Depyng; and built the manor-houſes at Langtoft, Wend-

In his time afoſe frequent diſputes beten the lord of Depyng 


and the men of Keſteven on one hand, and the abbot of Croy- 


land, prior of Spalding, and men of Holland on the other, for 
the fenns of Holland and Keſteven; their bounds mentioned in 


the royal charters filting up ſo that it was difficult to trace them: 
on which account the men of Holland and Keſteven preſented a 
petition to parliament, which is imperfect in the original MS *. 
wherein alſo the tranſactions of a whole century are wanting, 
including the reſignation of abbot Richard 1303 f, the ſucceſſion 
of Simon de Luff or Luffenham, who reſigned 1322, f 18 Edward 
II. and was ſucceeded by Henry de Caſewikh, who dying 1358, was 
ſucceeded by Thomas de Bernat, and he dying 1 378, by Jobn de

II. the . of 8 was 
amerced in the conrt of Common Bench in pleas of land and pleas of other kinds. 
The eſtreats of theſe amerciaments were delivered into the Exchequer by Wm. de 
Bereford, a juſtice of the Common Bench. The abbot was diſtrained by writ iſ- 
ſuing out of the Exchequer for 30 marks, being the total of two amerciaments, at 
which he was amerced as a baron, viz. 40 marks for the detention of the advowſon

of Wigtoft Church, and 10 marks for a falſe plaint. In Hilary Term, 12 Ed. II. 


he came into the exchequer by friar Orgar de f reſton, his commoigne and attor- 


ney in that behalf, and pleaded that he was unjuſtly and unduly ſo amerced as a 


baron, for he did not, nor ever did, hold by barony or part of a barony. He 
produced the king's writ under the Great Seal, directing the treaſurer and barons 


of the Exchequer to conſult the juſtices of che Common Bench, and ſearch the 


rolls of the Exchequer. Upon ſearch it was found that in the roll of the eſtreats 

of the iter of John de Vaux and his companions in Lincolnſhire, 10 Ed. I. the 

abbot of Croyland was amerced among the barons. There is no judgment entered 

upon this roll. In 1322, 15 Ed. II. the abbot preſented a freſh petition on this 

matter, which ſeems to have been again left undetermined.

on the reſignation of abbot Simon, Mathew Brown, aſcheator 
for the counties of Lincoln, N orthampton, Cambridge, and Rut- 


land, ſeized on all the goods of the abbey for the kings uſe. The 


ſucceeding abbot Henry applied for an allowance to the convent 
during the vacancy. A writ was directed to the king's treaſurer and 
the barons of the exchequer to enquire what was uſually allowed, 


who returned that they had found two vacancies, but no allowance. 


The king then directed William Brokleſby, clerk, remembrancer 
of his exchequer, to examine by oath of jury how many monks, 


corrodaries, ſervants, and officers had been in the houſe during 


the vacancy. By inquiſition taken at Stamford, 2 Edward III. by 


the oaths of 18 jurors, there were found to have been throughout 


the vacancies 41 monks, 15 corrodaries, 36 ſervants and offi- 
cers, who were all returned by name; whereupon an allowance 


was made from the exchequer of 6d. per day to the prior, 3d to 


each monk and corrodary, and 2d to each ſervant ; and this coſt 


the king 81. 18s. per week. See this inquiſition Ne XXIX. 


On the deceaſe of lady Wake, who had been very trouble- 
ſome to the convent, her ſon and heir Thomas, who had married 
Blanche, ſiſter of Henry earl of Lancaſter, claimed a right to Gog- 


gifland fenn as part of his manor of Depyng. But the abbot 


oppoſed his encroachment. Upon a ſecond application to par- 
liament, 1 389, by the people of Holland and Keſteven, for the 
purpoſe of dividing their fenns, the king iſſued a commiſſion of 


enquiry into the ancient bounds, &c. and to demand full informa- 


tion from the abbot of Croyland, who was maſterof them. He gave 
the commiſſioners a moſt civil reception and every inſtruction they 
deſired ; and they made a perambulation from a place on the ſouth 
ſide of the fenn, between Weland and Witham, called Kenulph- 


Godfrey de Croyland, monk and celarer of Peterborough, was choſen abbot of 
that houſe 1299, and held it till 1321 ; being a great builder and benefactor there.

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fon Mom the firſt abbot of that name; where was an old ſtone 
croſs overthrown by ſtorms and floods, the baſe then remaining 
about two leagues weſt from Croyland in Holland, where they ap- 
pointed two croſſes, one of wood, and the other of ſtone, to be ſet 

up. Thence they proceeded to a place called Vodelodegraynes 
to the north, beyond a dyke lately violently made by lady Wake 
and the people of Depyng, about a furlong north of Kenulph- 

fton ; and there they ſet another ſtone croſs, and another at Oggor, 
which is the third boundary of Goggiſland. When matters were 
thus ſettled, the people of Depyng and Thomas Holland, earl of 
Kent, took every opportunity. to plague the convent of Croyland, 
driving off their cattle, fiſhing in their pools, hindering” their 
tenants from digging turf, beating their ſervants as they came'to 
market, and ſeizing their carts and horſes, till at the ſolicitation 
of the abbot, the duke of Lancaſter wrote to them to make ſatiſ- 
faction. John of Gaunt defended the abbot and convent in par- 
liament ; and the abbot lodged a complaint againſt the earl of 
Kent, whom king Richard II. 1392, ſtrictly commanded to let 


them alone. Still the trial went on; the earl neglected to ap- 


pear, and the abbot and convent remained unmoleſted for ſome 
time. At length the earl appointed a new ſteward at Depyng, 
who renewed his abuſive treatment of the abbot's ſervants. The 
people of Depyng renewed their inſolence, till the earl of Derby 
threatened to burn their town about their ears. The abbot pre- 
ſented his bill in parliament; the earl of Kent replied : the duke 
of Lancaſter, John of Gaunt, and his ſon Henry earl of Rutland, 
would have interfered, but the archbiſhop of York, who was 
chancellor, ſtopped them. At laft the abbot took courage, and 
addrefling himſelf to the king, called upon him to protect his 
convent .of royal. foundation; the chancellor aſſured him the 
king would do ſo. Tranquillity was thus reſtored for one year, 


when, 16 Richard II. 1392, the abbot was ſeized with a fever,

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which carried him off, 1 in his x6th year, on St. Bartholomew & 
day *.

In his fecond 
year ſome commiſſioners of Northamptonſhire, at the inſtigation 
of the abbot of Peterborough, threw up a great bank, which 
however did not anſwer their purpoſe. Kenulphſton croſs was 
thrown down by the men of Depyng; but the abbot recovered 
damages of them, and got it ſet up again. 

Upon the depoſition of Richard II. Thomas Holland, earl of 

Kent, their inveterate enemy, was beheaded for conſpiring againſt 

Henry IV. 1400. The abbot of Groyland was charged with 
treaſon; but on his appearance before the king's juſtices at 
Huntingdon was acquitted. . He paſſed: 14 years in great tran- 
quillity, encreaſing the revenues of his monaſtery. He pur- 
chaſed one third of the manor of Gedney, . called Shelton fee 
from Ralph Shelton, and Beaumont's fee in Baſton; and for £20 
paid to the crown obtained a charter of indemnitication from 
eſcheats on vacancy. ; He gave new. forms to the: choir, and four 
melodious bells to the tower, and rebuilt the brewery and: bake- 
houſe in a beautiful manner. On a ſudden he fell blind; but at 
the earneſt deſire of the convent, continued to govern them, com- 
mitting the management of their affairs to Richard Upton the 
prior, a learned man, and active manager, who had been for ten 
years before prior of Freſton f. In this abbot's time ſeveral of 
the monks were great benefactors to the houſe. Laurence Cha-

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By ancient cuſtom on the chief feſtivals in the year the abbot 
invited three of the monks to dine with him in the hall or his own 
apartment, and on every feſtival when copes were worn * two; and 
the abbots receiver had nothing for them out of the kitchen on 
thoſe days. On the feſtivals of St. Catherine and St. Thomas the 
Martyr if the prior or one of the monks celebrated maſs in the ab- 
bot's chapter, the party celebrating, as well as the monks who were 
invited on thoſe days to the abbot's table, were at the abbot's coſt f, 
and his receiver had nothing for them from the kitchen; and on 
Chriſtmas- eve, or the Sunday before, or Eaſter or Whitſan-eves,, 
the firſt Sunday in Advent, Septuagefima, or Quinquagefima Sun- 
days, the prior dined with the abbot, and the receiver had nothing 
for him. Afterwards, in the time of abbots Overton and. Upton, 
it was ordered that every day in the year two monks ſhould dine 
at the abbot's table, whether he were preſent or not, and the 
cook. pay to the abbot or receiver every week in money as he does 
to the ſcholars at Cambridge. And if the abbot choſe to aſk any 
other monks beſides the ſaid two, whether the prior or any other, 
except on the aforeſaid feſtivals, the receiver was to receive in 
victuals from the kitchen as they would have had in their order 
in the convent, except the prior's , becauſe he would: 
never have that from the abbot in his preſence. But if the prior, 
or any of the convent, eat in the celarer's chamber, with leave of 
the prior, not being invited by the abbot, or not according to the 
above rule, then both prior and monks ſo eating there were to 
have all from the kitchen, and of other pittances. atzginner and 
ſupper, as if they eat in the infirmary b. 4 

In the reign of Henry V. the Hollanders of Multon and Weſton, 
taking advantage of the abbot's blindneſs, ſeized upon and: plun-- 
dered a certain iſland called Le Purceynt, and burnt a. fiſhing --

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houſe at Sandiſtow.* The people of Spalding over-run Gog- 
giſland. All theſe offenders prior Richard laid under excommu- 
nication, fixing up the ſentence on the church doors, as well as 
proſecuting them at law. St. Guthlac appeared to him one night 
in a viſion, and animated him. The matter was referred to arbi- 
tration, and the men of Moulton and Weſton were condemned to 
pay 20 marks for Sandyſtowcote, and 40 marks more for the 
iſland*®. Goggiſland was awarded to be within the town of Croy- 
land, and the abbot had licence to incloſe or build as he pleaſed 
thereon. Things thus ſettled, abbot Thomas departed this life 
on the feſtival of St. Thomas the Martyr, in whoſe honour he 
had made the eaſt window of the abbot's chapel, with the ſtory 
of his life +, and Was 4s } before the bigh.a altar in his 2 5th 
year, 14171. 5 
In his room was elected "hs unanimous e e Richard Upton, 
the prior, who had Borne the whole weight of bufineſs for five 
years before. On the inſtitution of a new abbot the chapter of 
Lincoln claimed the cope in which he ſtands at the altar when he 
is inſtalled, for which reaſon one of about five marks val ue was 
uſually provided. The earl marſhal claimed a palfrey, and the 
archdeacon of Lincoln uſed to claim another, or five. marks in 
lieu of one; but from this laſt claim pope Innocent exempted the 
convent. One of the king's clerks claimed 40 mhillings a year as a 
corrody, from the time of the inſtallation till he is provided with | 
a competent benefice from any other quarter. 
Abbot Rac hard gave to his church, with a jewel which coſt 
to carry reliques in, a red cope, adorned with 5

quarterly +, with copes of the ſame workmanſhip. Silk } em- 
broidered with gold falcons for ſeven copes, which his ſacceflor 
abbot Lytlington had made up. Another piece of rich cloth, 
double dyed, embroidered with flowers of gold given by lady 
Jane Willoughby he made into a principal veſtment, with gold 
fringe 9. He ſpared no expence in repairing the paſtoral ſtaves 
and the pix at the high altar, adorned with a ſilver crown ſet 
with jewels. Heenriched the library, with many valuable books, 
rebuilt the abbot's hall in a handſome manner, and repaired great 
part of the weſt ſide of the abbey court, which had a great crack 
in it towards the town, as far as the water-gate. In his time 
John Freſton the ſacriſt had a handſome garment called 72 
wrought in the work-room over the veſtry, with a cope and cha- 
ſuble |, valued at near 500 marks; and gave another rich cope 
of Venetian blue *, embroidered with golden eagles, commonly 
_ called Verbum caro. William Croyland, maſter of the works 
before mentioned, built from the ground the new work of the 
lower church id, to which he himſelf and his friends and rela- 
tions contributed largely. 
Abbot Upton died 14 May, 1427, 5 Henry VI. and was ſuc- 
ceeded by John Lytiyngton If. In his\time a prieſt of Multon meet- 
ing a monk who was receiver of the abbot at the manor of Aſ- 
wyke on the Moulton men's dyke, called Lodedyke, near Brother- 
houſe, nat only abuſed him groſsly, but puſhed him off the bank 
into the fenn, ſo:that the feeble old monk hardly eſcaped with his 
life. The biſhop of Lincoln however obliged the prieſt to aſk 
his pardon on a public feſtival before the high altar. William

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Moulton by marryin g Robert Harryfigton's widow, ſued the abbot 
about certain banks, which he was at laſt by amicable arbitration 
obliged to keep up. The people of Spalding renewed their 
claim to Goggiſland, but were obliged to ener it ge mae Pay | 
£100. to the Oroylanders x. o 
John, earl, and afterwards duke, of Sotherfet, vids Kiceceded 

to his mother Margaret dutcheſs of Clarence, and became dord of 
Depyng, renewed the old diſturbances and diff putes againſt the ab- 
bot of Croyland, who was forced to go to him in a very hot ſum - 
mer to Corfe Caſtle, where he found him juſtſetting/out on a fo- 
reign expedition, and obtained his letter to his ſteward to ſuſpend 
all proceedings till he came back. On his return he was accuſed 
of treaſon, and forbid the court; which his great ſpirit not be- 
ing able to brook, it was generally ſuppoſed he made himſelf 
away. Ile left iſſue by his wife Margaret one daughter named 
Margaret, who after her mother's deceaſe was to be lady of De- 
pyng, and was married to Edward earl of Richmond, by whom 
ſhe had one ſon t, and remarried to Henry duke of Buckingham. 
The dutcheſs her mother held the manor of Depyng, near 30 


years, juſt as her huſband left it . 
In the year 1439 violent rains broke down che banks, 1 


drowned Whaplode common. The whole country complained 
of the abbot of Croy land, and among the reſt Humphry Little- 
bury, Eſq. A commiſſion of ſewers for the - counties -of Lincoln, 
Northampton, Huntingdon, and Cambridge was obtained, and 
the jury returned that the abbot had nothing to do with theſe

The abbot of Croyland had both the chewed and principal 
manor in. Baſton: but one John Witham, eſq; pretended to be 
lord of the whole town, and. beſides feveral irregular acts, for ſe- 
veral years withheld an ancient rent of two pounds of white in- 
-cenſe for a piece of land there called Banefrare. He claimed 5

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alſo a chapel e, which by leave of the abbot of Croyland haul been 
built on the waſte for the convenience of travellers, and not only 
held his courts in it, but ordered his ſervants to put his horſes 
into it, and by way of encouraging them in this act of pro- 
phaneneſs, made water over the walls. At length almoſt ruined 
by lawſuits, he was obliged to acknowledge the abbor's Ae and 
end his days in poverty f. 

Amidſt the confuſion of the civil war, Henry VI. came hither, 
1460, in Lent, to pay his devotion to St. Guthlac, and ſtaid three 
days and three nights, and was fo pleaſed with the devout be- 
haviour of the convent, that he defired to be admitted into the 
brotherhood; in return for which he granted them a ch arter of 
liderties, N* XXVI. with return of writs f. 

Upon the defeat and death of the duke of York at Wakefield 
this year, the northern men roſe, and committed the moſt dreadful 
ravages. The inhabitants of Croyland were ſo alarmed, that 
they brought their effects to the abbey, who on their part con- 
cealed all theirs; performed continual proceſſions round the 
tomb of St. Guthlac ; kept conſtant watch, and fortifted all the 

mouths of their dykes and canals with ſtakes; broke up their 
cauſeways and banks, and fuffered none to go out or in without 
leave. The army came within fix miles of them; but were at 
length repulſed and n by Edward cart of March; er- 
wards ag Edward IVS.

church]; glazed all the windows, and vaulted all the ailes of 
the ſame with ſtone; and made the great organ over the entrance 
of the church, befides: à leſſer in the choir, which was brought 
on the ſhoulders, of two porters from London to Croyland.

In alluſion to the knife wherewith that ſaint was flead. Three of theſe knives 
were quartered with three of his whips ſo much uſed by St. Guthlac, in one coat 
borne by this houſe.

Dr. Green preſented to the Society a long harp- pointed knife, dug up with many 
dozen of the like in ſcowring the old channel of the well, and which runs through 
Croyland town, He ſhewed ſome others, as did Mr, Butler and Mr. Graham, two 
other members.

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His ſucceſſor was Richard Croyland, S. T. B. elected December 
17, 1476, having been before ſteward of the houſe. He held 
this abbacy only ſeven years, during the troubles at the cloſe of 
the reign of Edward IV. to the ſhort reign of Richard III. and 
died November 10, 1483. He was a man of ſo ſtudious a turn 
that he not only bought many books for the library, but gave ſe- 
veral written with his own hand. The people of Depyng took ad- 
vantage of this his turn to renew their depredations in Goggiſland, 
carrying away the ruſhes which had been cut hy the ſervants and 
tenants of the monaſtery, or beating and plunging them in the 
water, ſo that the abbot was forced to leave his apartment, and re- 
ceive their complaints in the body of the church. When it was 
abſolutely neceſſary for any perſon to cut down the bank of Gog- 
giſland fenn to carry off a flood, they laid heavy fines on the ab- 
bot, diſtraining and ſeizing corn coming from Langtoft and 
Baſton by the water w ich runs from Depyng, and they ſhot 
with arrows the cellare”s guard-dog. The tenants and pariſh- 
ioners of Whaplode, who were dependants on this houſe, gave this 
. worthy abbot great trouble, falling in a moſt violent manner on 
friar Lambert Foſſedyk, ſteward of the place, forbidding him to cut 
down the trees growing in Whaplode church-yard, and threaten- 
ing his life, if he had not bolted himſelf in within the church *. 
But all theſe injuries were ſmall in compariſon of thoſe of William 
Ramſey, abbot of Peterborough, who claimed Alderland fenn and

pute was at laſt adjuſted by archbiſhop Rotheram®, in a way, 
ſays the hiſtorian, which ſhews which fide he intended to 
favourt. 

On the death of abbot Croyland Lambert Fofſedyk before men- 
tioned, batchelor in decrees, was elected his ſucceſſor, January 
12, I Richard III. 1484. He enjoyed his dignity but two years, 
and died of the ſweating ſickneſs in eighteen hours, October or 
November 14, 148 5, a little after the cloſe of Richard IIIs reign}. 

He was ſucceeded by Edmund Thorp, S. T. B. prior of this 
houſe, elected in November 1487, i in whoſe time were ſettled by 
the church juſtices the three great diſputes about the precincts g of 
Croyland, which the men of Multon and Weſton had ſo much con- 
teſted; the boundaries of the demeſne, and the right of common 
in Goggiſland, controverted by the people of Depyng, which the 
prudence of the king's mother compromiſed ; and the claim to Al- 
derland fenn left undetermined by the forementioned award, that 
the abbot and convent of Croyland ſhould pay thoſe of Peter- 
borough Io. per annum, till they could purchaſe and ſettle on 
them lands to that amount, or appropriate and unite the churches 
of Brinkhurſt or Eſton in Leiceſterſhire to the ſaid monaſtery 
at the ſame expence. Abbot Edmund choſe the latter propoſal, 
and obtained the king's licence accordingly. With this the third 
continuator of the hiſtory of Croyland ends, April 30, 1486. 
What follows there is no more than the neceſſary inſtruments 
of the laid appropriations,

Charles II. by letters patent under the great ſeal of En 1 
bearing date September 15th, in the twenty-third year of his 
reign, did grant to Sir Thomas Orby (who attended his majeſty in 
his exile) his executors, adminiſtrators, and aſſigns, the manor 
of Crowland, otherwiſe Croyland, all demeſne lands, and. all 
farm. rents of the tenants by copy of court roll, amounting to the 
yearly ſum of 15/7. 105. 22d. or thereabouts, with alt' other 
rights and profits belonging to the ſaid manor; and alſo the 
great Marſh called Grea? Purſant, containing by eſtimation 6543 
acres more or leſs (excepting the marſhes or waſte grounds 
called Co Hand and Alderlands) for ſixty years from June 27, 
1095, at the TWO rent of 178 J. 155. 6d. The ſaid manor, .

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lands, &c. afterwards came to Sir Charles Orby, bart. the - eldeſt 
fon of the aboveſaid Sir Thomas, and at the deceaſe of the 
ſaid Sir Charles, to Sir Thomas Orby the younger ſon of the 
aboveſaid Sir Thomas the grantee or leſſee of the ſame premiſes, 
for the reſidue of the ſaid term then unexpired ; who after- 
wards aſſigned the ſame unto Robert Hunter *, eſq. his executors, 
&c. Which ſaid Robert married Elizabeth, the widow of lord 
Hayes, and the daughter and only child of ſaid Sir Thomas 
the ſon, and was a major-general, and appqi ted by queen Anne 
governor of New York in America, and during his government

the late will of his ſaid father Robert. On February 14, 19 George 

II. the faid manor, &c. were granted, by letters patent, to the 

ſaid Thomas Orby Hunter, his executors, &c. for eleven years, 

to commence from June 24, 1755, at which time the term 

granted by Charles II. did expire, at the ancient yearly rent above- 

mentioned, payable half yearly. And the ſaid king further 
granted by letters patent dated June 22, in the 19th year of 
his reign, to the ſaid Thomas Orby Hunter, his executors, &c. 

the ſaid manors, 8c. for the term of nine years and three quar- 

ters of a year, to commence from June 24, 1769, paying the 

yearly rent abovementioned, in the manner aforeſaid. After 

this, in the year of the ſaid king's reign, the ſaid manor, 

ccc. by virtue of an act of parliament then paſſed, were alienated 

from the crown by the ſaid King's grant to the ſaid Thomas 

Orby Hunter and his heirs, paying the aforeſaid rent, and alſo 

ſuch additional rent, in lieu of a fine or conſideration money for 

the purchaſe of the premiſes as was to be aſcertained by the 

proper officers of the crown for the time being, on St. Michael 

and. Lady day in every year, by equal portions, to his ſaid 

majeſty, his heirs, &c. at the receipt of the exchequer of his 
ſaid majeſty, his heirs, &c. After the death of the aboveſaid 

Thomas Orby Hunter, which happened October 20, 1769, 
this manor, &c. deſcended by a deviſe in his laſt will, to Char/es 

Orby Hunter, eſq. his eldeſt ſon, who being unable to diicharge 

the heavy mortgage with which the ſame had been, in time 

of the ſaid Orbies, encumbered, the Mortgagee, about five years 

ſince, entered into poſſeſſion of the ſame. 

By no account have we been able to colle& who was in n poſ- 
ſeſſion of this manor, &c. before the ſaid family of the Orbes. 
In the interval between them and the lord Ci7707, no poſſeſſor 
appears except Valentine Wallon, and Adrian Scrope, two of the 50 
regicides, who purchaſed (of w hom does not appear) the manor

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of Croyland and part of the manor of Spalding, being parcel of 
the queen mother's jointure e*, They were reſtored to the queen 
mother by parliament, 23 June, 1660 f. 
Mr. Rav, who was bo in 1661, rode from Croyland to Spald- 
ing upon a very firm bank tor the PRs of eight miles, thrown 
1Þ by Col. Walton 7. 


In the year 1643, the town of Croyland' was by the inhabitants 


thereof made a garriſon for the king, which they had great rea- 


ton to do, not only to ſhew themſelves good ſubjects, but good 


_ tenants, they holding their lands of him. April 14, that year, 


came the parliament forces to Peterborough, in order to the 
beſieging of Croyland. Cromwell himſelf lay at Peterborough 
with a regiment of horſe to carry on the ſiege. A company 
of foot came thither before, under col. Hubbart, raiſed by par- 


liament in the affociated counties for the ſame purpoſe. The 


town was taken on the gth of May following, and neo. b 
and his forces marched away to Stamford ||. 
Mr. Ray deſcribes the church, i. e. part of the body, the 


choir and croſs buildings being all fallen down, © as having the 


roof within covered with wood curiouſly gilded, part of which 
now hangs in a houſe in the town, and round about and on 
the ſides underneath the roof artificially carved many ſpecies 
of animals, both beaſts and birds. In the time of the late 


wars this church was made a garriſon, and held for the king.

When it was taken by the Parliament, one of the town ſoldiers 


affrighted got up to the top of the church, above the wood 


wherewith it is covered, and walked along till he came to a place 


where wanted a board; there, whether caiually flippin g down (or 
being aſtoniſhed by the ſoldiers calling upon him to come down) 
he hung a long time by the arms, till at laſt being weary he fell 


into the church, which is of a great height; but yet was not ſo 


daſhed to pieces by the fall, but that he lived a day or two.“ 
From this application of the church during the civil war we 


may date the ruin of what then remained; for it had probably 


been reduced to the ſtate in which Mr. Ray ſaw it by ſome of its 
lay proprietors after the diflolution, when the nave with its ailes 
was left ſtanding for a pariſh church. Mr. Scribo about 7 years 
ago buried an old man near go years old, who had been baptiſed in 


the now ruined nave. The people of the place told Mr. Willis 


the choir extended five pillars farther*, perhaps excluſive of the 
Lady Chapel, which we have ſeen was on the north fide, as at 
Glaſtonbury t; Oſeney t; Chriſt Church, Oxford, now the Latin 


Chapel ; Peterborough, Ade down 1651 ||; Thetford priory &

ham 88. Beſides this there was another Lady Chapel on the 
South ſide of the church, with a lofty ſcreen |||. 

At projent the north aile, built by abbot Bardeney before 
1247 kun, ſerves for the pariſh church. It is in length go feet, 
and in breadth 24, decently fitted up, but contains no remains 
of antiquity. Six arches ſupport it on the South ſide : the roof 
has groined arches ; in the key ſtones a head, a roſe, i b 8, a rebus

From the wall of the ſouth fide, within the old church, pro- 
jects horizontally a wooden angel or figure, called the Devil with 

dark lanthern, which formerly contributed to fupport the 
roof of the nave. The walls have bulged ſo much that they are 
ſupported by ſtrong buttreſſes on each fide, whoſe materials, taken 
from the ruined part of the church, will haften its fall. Within 
the north ſide, over the veftry, has been built a ſchool, aſcended 
to formerly by the ſtairs leading into the ſinging gallery, but now 
by ſteps from without between the buttreſſes +. 

On the weſt ſide of the ſteeple are two buttreſſes, with a ſmall 
pillar riſing on each. On the top of that pillar which is on the 
ſouth ſide of the porch is a lion with his face towards the town ; 
but on the pillar on the north fide no figure now remains. 
Over the porch hath formerly been a chamber with three win- 
dows, and on the right ſide of the porch, near the door enter- 
ing into the belfry, is a ſmall room, anciently uſed as a charnel 
hauls; ; and oppoſite to it, on the left, is another, to what uſe 
anciently appropriated no tradition tells us, but wherein, as 
many old inhabitants inform me, there was, about fifty years 
ago, one Chriſtopher Kitchen, a mad man, chained to a poſt, 
to prevent any miſchief that might enſue from him to the in- 
habitants. Theſe rooms have been for ſome time paſt ſtopped ups

Within the belfry, on the ſouth ſide, is a door opening into 
the old church, and oppoſite to this, on the north, another 


leading into the north church-yard, Over the door ente1ing . 


from the belfry into the church, were, ſome years ſince, two 


{tatues on wood called St. David and St, Chad, which, with the 


conſent of Mr. Crawford, then ſteward of this lordſhip, were 
taken down, carefully put into mats, and cauſed by the late 
Dr. Stukeley to be carried to Stamford, where they continued 
till the Doctor removed to London, when they were conveyed 
to th garden of the late Adlard Squire Stukeley, eſq. couſin to 
the 1 4 at Holbeach in this county. As ſoon as you have 
entered into the church you ſee, on the right hand, a kind of 
a cloſet in a pillar; the arch of which cloſet, within, is exactly 
of the ſame ſtyle, though in miniature, with that of the roof 
of the*church : at the bottom is a circular and concave ſtone or 
baſon, which hath within 2 foot 15 inch diameter at the top, 
2 foot + inch diameter at the bottom, and 2 foot + inch in depth. 
It has a round hole at the center of the bottom, and many 
cracks in its ſide and bottom. This hath been ſuppoſed by ſome 
Antiquaries, who have viſited this place, to have formerly 


holden Holy water ; but till an inſtance can be produced of any 


{tone baſon of the above dimenſions, and which would contain 
the ſame quantity of water, applied to that uſe, I ſhall believe it 
to have been anciently a baptiſtery, made uſe of when baptiſm 
of infants was in general, or as a particular occaſion might re- 
quire, adminiſtered by immerſion, and conjecture that after it 
would hold no water, by reaſon of the ſaid breaches, made by 
ſome accidents, the font, now ſtanding near it, was erected. 
The quantity of 25 gallons of water which this baſon, by cal- 
culation, will appear to have holden, in its primitive and ſound 
ſtate, was ſufficient to have ſprinkled and crofied a thouſand 
perſons more than can be ſuppoſed to have ever attended here 
tor its benefit, — 
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Oppoſite to the above menntioned cloſet are the ſtairs leading 
into a gallery, which is divided for the uſe of the fingers, la- 
bourers, and ſervants of this pariſh. Under theſe ſtairs and a 
part of the above gallery is an incloſed burial place of the Crat- 
fords, an ancient, and formerly, a very honorable family, in 
the town of. Air in Scotland *, Having paſſed under this gallery, 
you ſee, on the North, two other galleries, in the paſſage to 
which, on the Weſt, is the veſtry. Theſe galleries and veſtry 
are in a building which projects northward from the ſtrait line 
of the north wall of the church, with a roof much lower than 
that which is over the church, and appears, by the imperfect 
and irregular joining of the wall with the ſaid north wall, to 
 haVE been erected after the preſent church. The pulpit, made 
of Norway oak, with the reading delk, is placed againſt the 
ſouth wall, and almoſt oppoſite to theſe is an arched opening, 
wherein hath been a door into the north church yard, but 
which is now ſtopped up. At the diſtance of about feven yards 
from the altar, is an old ſcreen curiouſly carved, and which ap- 
pears to have been highly gilded and painted. The aſcent to 
the altar is by two ſteps, on the higheſt of which is a handſome 
balluſtrade of Norway oak, ſurrounding the altar on three fides; 
and above the altar is a large window towards the Eaſt, The 
church is well farniſhed with filver plate, having a quart chalice, 
and a large and a ſmall paten, with a large, handſome, and 

ſcolloped baſon for baptiſms, on ſome of which are © engraved the 
arms of the abbots of this place. 

In the veſtry, among mouldy pariſh accounts, I found the 
map of part of the pariſh on the welt ſide of the Welland, en- 
graved here, and the hiſt of antient records, now e printed 
in the Appendix,

The-nave of the old church is 144 feet long by 28 wide, ex- 


cluſive of the ſouth aile, which is 12 feet wide; fo that the pa- 


riſh church probably includes more than the north aile, which 
otherwiſe would be twice as wide as the ſouth. 
On each ſide of the nave are nine pointed arches near eleven 


feet wide, alternately round, hexagon, and concave, whole pillars. 


are cluſtered like thoſe of the nave at Weſtminſter, but ſmaller ; 
and from the ground to the top of the preſent walls, which want 
but little of the height on which the roof reſted, is 25 yards. 


One of theſe fine pillars is miſerably cracked. Eight * windows 


of the clereſtory on the ſouth ſide remain with all their tracery, 
except in the fifth from the welt, with the ſtone baſes of arches that 
ſupported the roof; but on the north fide they have been thrown 


down on repairing the church about thirty years ago, from an 


apprehenſion that their rocking would weaken the church. An 
attempt was made not many years ſince to pull down a whole win- 
dow, the firſt from the weſt, but juſt as it was nodding to its fall 
the rope broke. The arch entering this nave 1s adorned with 
Gothic nich- work, of the ſtyle uſed in the reign of Henry VI. 
The pilaſters which ſupported the roof of the ſouth aile remain 
about 6 feet high. At the eaſt end of this aile is a door ſtopped up 
that led into the cloiſter, the arch angular, adorned with maſſive 
zigzag, and behind it a pointed arch of later date, fided by a 
leſſer pointed arch, There was another door near the welt end. 
The arch of the preſent eaſt window, which was the weſt arch 
of the tower, has two rows of double zigzag, and on the 
outſide a third of dentals. The capitals of the two pillars differ : 
that on the ſouth ſide is made up of Greek mouldings, beautifully 
diminiſhing, that on the north fide of Saxon foliage, &c. Part 


of an arch in the north wall beautiful leafage. Within the great

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arch is a ſmall oblong window of eight or nine bays, in double 
rows; under this a faſcia of quatrefoils ; below that two doors“ 
{topped up, and above them the defaced remains of a ſhort 
inſcription in black letter. Within the memory of the preſent 
ſexton a conſiderable part of the Lord's prayer and Creed was 
legible on this diviſion wall, The back part of this lower diviſion 
is adorned with rows of arches in relief, with defaced ſhields and 
_ quatrefoils over them, and againſt the doors are two buttreſſes.

figure holding a lance, probably St. Thomas. To the right of 
this laſt are two more whole- length ſtatues, one holding a croſs, 
the other has its hands joined holding loaves*. Under thefe, two 
others of a king with a radiated crown, holding in his right-hand 
a ſword, the hilt only remaining, in his left a globe, probably 
Athelbald, and a gowned figure of a religious holding in its right 
hand a broken croſs, and in its left a book f. Under theſe a 
headleſs figure holds a broken ſtaff, perhaps a croſier, the right 
hand on the breaſt, or bleſſing, and by him a knight in armour 
and mantle, his pointed helmet incircled by a coronet, holds a 
ſword in his right hand, his left on his breaſt. The firſt of theſe 
Dr. Stukeley took for abbot Turketyl}, and the other for Wil- 
liam the Conqueror. The laſt I refer to earl Valibeof. Under 
| theſe is a young biſhop pontifically habited, holding in his left- 
hand a croſier, and lifting up his right to bleſs: at his fide a figure 
in a mantle, and on its head a coronet; on the breaſt a fibula, 
and the hands ſupport a fringed robe ||. 
On the ſouth ſide of the window, beginning at the top, are 
two figures with books; one of them holding a club reverſed, the 
other a croſier d. Under them a ſhaven religious, holding in his 
right-hand a whip, his left bleſſing. This is the whip of St. 
Bartholomew, which St. Guthlac, who is repreſented by this 
figure, made ſuch free uſe of, and which was preſerved as a re- 
lique in the houſe.

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the abbots living when the front was built. In the arch of the 
door a quatrefoil of reliefs of the hiſtory of St. Guthlac x. In 
the firſt leaf is repreſented a boat bringing three bhi to a 
tree under which lies a ſow and pigs. In the right leaf 1s 

figure coming to one fitting, behind whom is a flaggon, and at bis 
feet a ball. In theleft leaf is the ſaint on his death-bed, attended 
by one aſſiſtant, and the deity or an angel deſcending from heaven. 
In the uppermoſt leaf his corpſe is carried by angels, and the 
deity or an angel deſcending. In the centre are two figure as 
of a monſtrous ſwoln demon tempting a man. Mr. Willis and 
Dr. Stukeley + ſay all theſe groupes were formerly gilded. Some 
faint traces of colours may till be diſtinguiſhed. The whole 
front and ſtatues are of Bernack ragg, a brown gritty ſtone, 
coarſer than free-ſtone ; the reſt of the church of a whiter ſtone 


from Ketton. 
Beſides the drawing of this weſt front before mentioned 


made by Dr. Stukeley, which is probably only a copy of one 
which he gave to the Spalding Society, and another to his bro- 
ther Samuel Gale, Thomas Orby Hunter, eſq ; lord of the manor, 
began an exact drawing on a larger ſcale than that by Buck or 
Millecent, and, ſo far as Mr. Johnſon ſaw of it, Yeu accurately 


and elegantly performed. 


Each compartment and the foliage are ſet in ſeparate ſtones, now gaping wide. 
Mr. Bogdani gave the Spalding Society, September 26, 1731, drawings on a 
large ſcale of the weſt door and five compartments over it ; as did Dr. Stukeley 
drawings of the ſame in Indian ink, on a ſtill larger ſcale, with this inſcription ;

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Such is the preſent appearance of this once magnificent ſtruc- 
ture —ſtill in its ruins the wonder of travellers. The ill-judged di- 
lapidation of a large buttreſs on the ſouth ſide for materials to form 
buttreſſes to prop the preſent church, has occaſioned an alarming 
ſettlement of the beautiful front. One of the upper ſouth windows 
was on the point of being hauled down had not the rope 
| broke: one of the noble ſouth pillars now gapes with a fearful 
crack; and large maſſes of ſtones continually crumble, or are 
blown down from the top. The preſent rector has influence 
enough to check further demolition ; and may his influence, or 
influence like his, long prevail! TO

The Rev. Bernard Goche, rector of Croyland, complained to 
Mr. M. Johnfon, ſteward of the manor, of a moſt notorious and 
ſcandalous abuſe in the tenant to the grantee of the ſcite of the 
conventual buildings and cloiſters, who had dug up above a dozen 
ſtone coffins, wherein ſome reverend prelates of that church, his 


predeceſſors, or other noblemen, were depoſited and interred, ſcat- 
tering 
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tering their bones on the ſurface of the earth, and propoſing to 


ſell them for hog troughs or other vile uſes. Mr. Johnſon went 


to the ſpot, and was an eye witneſs to this devaſtation*®. The 
better to prevent it in future, and to ſecure the beautiful welt 
front from ſuch ſordid dilapidation, Mr. Johnſon obtained of Mr. 
Hunter the grantee an excluſive grant of the weſt front, and its 


ſtatues and ornaments. 


In Mr. Whitſed's yard, near the church, is a ſtone coffin, 


uſed for a pump trough, having a hole in the bottom about the 


middle, three hexagon circular baſes of Pillars, and a ſtone block 
of this form 0 ö of which laſt there is another in the 


town. An alabaſter head was diſcovered by Dr. Dinham of 
Spalding, fixed on the houſe of Mr. Bromfield Belgrave» on the 


ſouth-weſt ſide of the bridge. 

In the preſent church were, 1762, ſeveral heads which had 
fallen, and were intended to ornament the houſe of the church- 
warden, then building; alſo an angel of oak, large as life, on 
which a rafter of the roof reſted. Numbers of carved ſtones are 


continually beat to pieces, with other rubbiſh, for ſand. 


Not a trace can be diſcovered of the monaſtic apartments, ex- 
cept that they ranged on the ſouth ſide of the church, and were 
bounded on the ſouth by a rill of water, whoſe obſtructed chan- 


nel is ſcarcely to be ſeen. The area is covered with hillocks of 


ruins, which have been frequently dug into for ſtone, but have 


been lately deſerted for materials more eaſily obtained from the 


wv. 


ruins above ground. The great number of ſmall ſtones now to 


be ſeen on two pieces of land on the Eaſt and South of the abbey 


yard, ſhew that on theſe lands buildings have been erected and 
come to decay.

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Mr. Johnſon exhibited at the Spalding Society the ——— 
of an intaglia in a large amethyſt, antique ; it ſeemed intended 
to repreſent Apollo with his bow and quiver hanging at. his 
back, and was found in the great aile of Croyland minſter. The 
ſtone had been broken in two near the top, and was very clum- 
fily ſet. It was in the poſſeſſion of Mr. Belgrave of Croyland &. 
Mr. Johnſon alſo communicated a copy of the charter of Henry 
III. a. r. 39. to the abbot and convent of Croyland for a fair of 
eight days, July 10, 1255, at their manor of Quapplade, on 
the Aſſumption and Vigil of the Bleſſed Virgin, and a mercate 
every Saturday, with the uſual clauſe 77 mercat. &c, 

At the ſame ſociety were exhibited two ſmall round pieces of 
lead found in a coffin at Croyland ; on one ſide ſeemed to be the 
head and word SAVIOR : on the reverſe hearts, and round them 
an illegible legend.

Stukeley, now the property of Guſtavus Brander, Eſq; who pur- 
chaſed. it at the ſale of the doctor's curioſities, 177 eren £4. 1 45, 6d.

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Mr. Eayre of St. Neot's ſent it to Dr. Stukeley to have his opinion 
of it. It was found in the houſe of a gentleman of the neighbour. 
hood *, who never fhewed it during his life time, and who poſſi- 
bly might have given ſome account of it. It is 12 inches long, 
I 0; high, 43 broad, made of oak, plated over with copper, on 
which the figures are chaſed in gold; the ground is enamelled 
with blue; in the ridge along the top are three oval chryſtals ſet 
tranſparently. There being ſuch an intercourſe between the 
abbey of Croyland and the priory of St. Neot's that the body of 
St. Neot was carried to Croyland and inſhrined there, Dr. 
Stukeley conceived this ſhrine belonged to Croyland abbey. He 
concluded it from the manner of drawing and the workmanſhip 
to be of Saxon antiquity, and that very high, and that it gave the 
ſtory of the murder of the abbot and monks by the Danes, A. D. 
870, before recited, p. 9, and the burial of the abbot by his 
ſucceſſor Godric; and that ſome part of the martyred abbot Theo- 
dore might be preſerved in this ſhrine. Theſe conjectures, with 
an engraving of the two ſides of the ſhrine, were publiſhed? in the 
Philoſophical Tranſanctions, No 490. 

It is by no means certain whether this monument belonged to 
Croyland abbey ; and it may admit of a doubt, whether the ſubject 
emboſſed on it has any relation to that houſe, and does not rather 
repreſent the murder of Thomas Becket by three aſſaſſins while he 
was officiating at the altar, the two monks, who alone attempted 
any defence for him, ſtanding by, The upper compartment re- 
preſents his tranflation by archbiſhop Langton, 1220, and the 
tranſlating of his ſoul to heaven by angels. In 17 was exhibited 
to the Society of Antiquaries a ſhrine formerly belonging to He- 
reford cathedral, and then the property of Dr. Ruſſel, one of 
the reſidentiaries, on which was the ſame repreſentation, with

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this difference, that the Hereford ſhrine being one fourth ſhorter 


than the Croyland &, did not afford room for the two religious on 


the ſide of the altar in the lower compartment, nor for the aſcent 


of the ſoul to heaven in the upper. The ſtory on the Here ford 


ſhrine was applied to the martyrdom of St. Ethelbert, the patron 
ſaint of that church; but it is paying a poor compliment to the 
invention of ancient ſhrine makers to imagine that they had but 
one device for every martyrdom. Admitting a reſemblance be- 


tween the deaths of Theodore and Becket, they could have no 


conformity with that of Ethelbert, who was a prince, and be- 


headed in the nuptial chamber +. The figures on the other fide, 
and at the end, were alike i in both ſhrines, as were alſo the ornaments 


of open work on the top. In the upper compartment a deacon 


holds a book, out of which the burial ſervice was read. On this 
book in the Croyland ſhrine are only three rondeaũx, but on the 


Hereford ſhrine an inſcription in Saxon letters f. Mr. Walpole has 


a third ſhrine with figures exactly ſimilar to theſe, which he con- 


ceives to be a model in miniature of the original ſhrine of Becket 
at Canterbury. It is leſs than the other two, and the plates are 
faſtened on a block of wood of the ſame form. Perhaps the 
three ſhrines may have contained ſome relique of St. Thomas,

Dr. Stukeley had alſo from Croyland abbey a curious pair of 


ſnuffers, ſome what like thoſe found at Corton in Dorſet, engraved 
in Mr. Hutchins's hiſtory of that county, vol. I. p. 555. and 


the lower half of a candleſtick and an enamelled candle- 


branch.

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Mr. Scribo has been informed by many dikers here, that into 
the bottom of the ditches which are diſtant from the town 
about three quarters of a mile, and now abound with gravel, 
a pole ſeven feet long might have been within their memory 
thruſt into a moor. The truth of the fact he does not diſpute, 
but thinks it requires more than an ordinary philoſophical genius 
to aſſign a ſatisfactory reaſon for ſuch an extraordinary alteration. 

Moſt of the facts here reported are on the authority of reſpect- 
able perſons, aged from 60 to 90 years. Many and long in- 
ſtances, and the regiſter of burials which the preſent incumbent 
has kept with particular attention to the age of perſons dying at 
ſeventy years and upwards, confirm this circumſtance of re- 
markable longevity againſt any miſconceived notion of the inſa- 
lubrity of this fenny tract. 

1734. A negro boy of Mr. Hunter” 8, born of negro parents 
in Jamaica, was baptized Croy/and; Maurice Johnſon, John 
Crawford, eſq. ſteward and bailiff of the manor, and Miſs Hunter, 
ſponſors. The hair of his head was ſoft and ſhort curled, but 
very red ; the ſkin of his face, of a reddiſh caſt, ſeemed fr eckled: 
he was ſharp witted, intelligent, and ſprightly. 

Mr. Camden gives this deſcription of the town of Croyland L 
It is ſo guarded and ſurrounded by fenns as to be inacceſſible, ex- 
cept on the north and eaſt by narrow banks, and may for ſituation 
be compared to Venice. It conſiſts of three ſtreets *, | ſeparated 
from each other by water-courſes, planted with —_ and 
raiſed on piles driven into the bottom of a deep fenn, commu- 
nicating by a triangular bridge of admirable workmanſhip, under 
which, the inhabitants relate, was dug a very deep pit, to receive 
the conflux of waters . Where beyond the bridge the ſoil be-

The famous pridge at Croyland is the greateſt curioſity i in 
Britain, if not in Europe. It is of a triangular form, riſing 
from three ſegments of a circle, and meeting at a point at top. 
11 ſeemstto have been built under the direction of the abbots, 
rather td excite admiration, and furniſh a pretence for granting 
indaulgenices, and collecting money, than for any real uſe; for 
though it ſtands in a bog, and muſt have coſt a vaſt ſum, yet 
it is fo ſteep in its aſcent and deſcent that neither carriages nor 
horſemen can get over it. The rivers Nyne and Welland, and 
a ſtream called Catt Water, on the ſides whereof the ſtreets of 
the town are built, all meet under the great arch; and there 
forming one river, flow from thence through Spalding into 
the ſea.

Theſe curious articles are written on a ſmall lip of parchment, in the regiſter of 
which they ſeem to have no part. The firſt is a moſt ſolemn proteſtation of a monk 
who had committed fome great fault, for which he could get no abſolution at home, 
being one of the reſerved caſes for which he was obliged to go to Rome. The 
abbot's caution is very remarkable in it; that he ſhould not be troubleſome, in 
any ſhape, to him or the abbey while he was there. The other is the abbot's let- 
ter to the grand penitentiary, to grant him abſolution, and ſend him back as ſoon 
as he had obtained it. It is written in a my mall ill hand, & in one or two places 
the words worn away.

E it known to all them that theis preſent letters ſhall ſee or here, that wheras 
diverſe debates, variaunces, contraverſies, and diſſenſions hath growen and 
late bene moavid and ſterid betwen the noble lord Thomas Dacre, lorde of Dacre, 
and John his ſon, claymyng to have correction and puniſhments of all manner of 
treſpaſes and offenſes don in the kyngys hyegh wayes, commen ſtretys, and waſt 
cronds, in the town of Whapplode, in the ſhire of Lincoln, be the ryght of the 
manoir and lordeſhip of Holbech perteynyng to the ſaide Thomas, of that one 
partie, and the worthipful and religious fadre John, th'abbot of Croyland, afferm- 
yng and ſaying the contrarie, and that all ſuch ryghts longeth oonlie to hym, be 
ryght of the manoire and lordeſhip of Whaplode, perteynyng to the ſaid abbot be 
the ryght of his chirch, on the other partie : upon which debates, variances, con- 
traverſiez, and diſſenſions, as well upon all the incidents, dependants, and thyngs 
grown uppon the ſame; it hath lyked the ſaid parties to bynde them be their 
dedes obligatorie, beryng the date of the xv11 day of the meneth of Februaric, 
the yere of the- reinge of kyng Herry the Sixt the xxv1, to ſtand and obey to 
th'arbitrement, ordinaunce, awarde, jugement, and decree, or counſell of me, Wil- 
liam, be the ſuffraunce of God byſhop of Lincoln, as it apperith more pleinlie be 
the condicions of the faid obligations.

(Ingulph. 857, 860, 864. ed. Francof. 1601. ſee before No IV. p. 7.) Beorred king of Mercia con- 
fiſcated all the revenues of this abbey, and among the reſt the lordſhip-of Standon, which through the 
favour of king Edred & diligent application of abbot Turketul, was reſtored to them (Ing. 868. 870.) 
About the year 1030 abbot Brithmere built a ſtately houſe at Standon for the accommodation of himſelf 
and convent in their way to London (Ing. 894. ſee before p. 22.). This road flood near the Ermine 
ſtreet, which was the road to London in thoſe days. Weſt of Standon, on Colney Crawch Way, the 
road from thence to Ware, was remaining, 1728, a piece of an old houſe called the manor houſe of 
Standon, which would make it difficult to know whether that or the lordſhip was the abbot's houſe.

In his Dimenſions of Land in England, publiſhed in Hearne's Collection of 
Curious Diſcourſes, 1720, p. 75—78. he ſays, that in Fenton, a town, I think, in Hunting- - 
donſhire, a virgate was taken for thirty acres: Hearne, in his preface, b, Ixxxi. ſays, the roll of 
Minton was made by order of Alfred, ſo that the red letter title before noticed muſt refer 
to ſome other ** great roll of Wincheſter,” as it mentions both Edward and William the 
Conqueror. Domeſday Book got its name from being lodged in a houſe at Wincheſter cal-.

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Diſpute d between the Abbot of Croyland and the: Pariſhloners of 
* Whaplode about Trees growing in the Church Yard at Whap-- 
bode, 1481. ps 


FEB. 13, 1481, 21 E. IV. came Alan Dawſon, the abbot's bailiff, to abbot 
Richard to inform him that the pariſhioners of Whaplode intended: to come and 
alk leave to cut down all the trees in their church yard, “ ad relevatoem cujufd? - 
nove fabrice,” in the ſaid church. The abbot replied, © They are mine as pa- 
tron and rector of the ehurch, and I will not have them taken down. I know not if - 
they be fit for the purpoſe. I think they are but lately grown, fince the laſt fall. 
(Arbitor enim quod non ſunt niſi novelle creſcencie a tempore ultime ſuccifionis.) If 
they are confiderable enough to be ſold I will diſpoſe of them, and apply them ac- 
cording to my diſcretion, to improve your church.” Alan, who had been:privy to - 
the ſale (vendic's is conſcius) immediately confeſt he had ſold the trees to different 
perſons in the name of the whole town. The abbot poſitively forbad the cutting them 
down til} his ſteward could certify about them. Alan alledged the bounty of for 
mer abbots who had given the parithioners the ſaid trees. The abbot faid they had 
given away only a certain number, and he ſhould do the ſame. Alan went away 
diflatisfied, and told his neighbours what anſwer he had received. Shortly aftet - 
three of them came to the abbot to aſk 1 the name of the pariſhioners and neigh- 
bours for trees for the new work of the church, but received the ſame anſwer. 
On the Thurſday after Aſh Wedneſday Richard Keele, vicar, William Haltoft, 
eſq. and Robert Andrewe, of the ſame town, came to the abbot. to ask his leave 
in the name of their neighbours to cut down all the trees ſor the benefit of the 
church, as they had heretefore done. The abbot promiſed his final anſwer after 
his ſteward had viewed them next day, and that he would make them as handſome 
an allowance out of their value towards the repair of the church, as any of his 
predeceſſors, reſerving to himſelf one quarter of the money they might ſell for, or 
part of them ſtanding, as a mark of his right. They replied they could not an- 
ſwer. for the people, and were afraid the-trees would be-cut down before they got - 
home, or if they had. not actually begun they would in defiance of them: therefore 
it would be better to proceed on the old preſcriptive plan. The abbot anſwered, 
« Where is the conſiſtency of your conduct, to ask my leave, and then alledge a pre- 
ſcriptive right? Let my ſteward or one of my ſervants view them to-morrow, and ſee 
how or ro whoch you have ſold them, and when the money is to be paid, and he 
ſhall excuſe you from paying more money for them, only refcrving to me one fourth 
to keep up my right” This laſt article was roomuch for them to digeſt, and they 
ſaid publicly in rhe abbot's hall that the trees ſhould come dawn whether he would: 
or no. Next day the abbot ſent Lambert Foſſedike, his ſteward, with John Oke- 
ley- and Simon Herris, to view the trees and claim his ſhare of them, giving up 
the reſt to the pariſhioners for the uſe of their church. The ſteward in his riding 
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dreſs with his companions turned into the church to hear maſs, which being ended 


they went to the people who, were cutting down the trees in the church yard: ſaying 
to them God ſpeede felows. They replied God fo do. The ſteward asked by what 
authority they did this; they anſwered, By the conſent and order of the townſhip. 


The ſteward calmiy rejoined, I. in the name of my maſter, the abbot of Croyland, 
rector and patron of this church, in whom the right is, forbid you to proceed till 


J have had ſome further converſation with the pariſhioners, and then you may 
proceed as we direct. They looked askew at him, and ſaid © bat ſeys yon monk ? 
« By the Lord's wounds we would go on though the abbot himſelf were here, and 
<« we tell you if he were here we would cut his head off.” The ſteward making to- 
wards the church for his ſafety, the woodcutters left their work, and made at him 
with their ſharp batchers and axes to drag him into the ſtreet and cut off his head. 
One of them, better adviſed than the reſt, went to the vicar, who was hearing con- 


feſſions in the church, to tell him how angry the people were; he came out with 


the reſt of the prieſts and people to reſcue the ſteward, and. get him within the 
church. The enraged populace to the number of about ſixteen ruſhed on him 
and dragged him ſo turioufly by his riding hood © that they almoſt ſtrangled him, 
tore his coat in pieces, and took away his purſe, containing gold and filyer to pay 
ſeveral perſons, a filver ring, and other records 4 from his fide before the chan- 
cel door. One of them threw a hatchet at him, which being warded off by ano- 
ther man's arm, wounded the foot of a third who ſtood by. At the earneſt entrea- 
ty of ſeveral of the pariſhioners, the vicar, and other for bag he was reſcued and 
fafely lodged in the veſtry, and the reſt returning to work gave the key to the vi-

the other for his body. Alan got to Croyland with the letter before three, and 
delivered the letter to the abbot. The convent was immediately ſummoned, and, 


being alarmed for their ſteward, they ſent back the following deed under their

This letter, extorted from us by onr-apprehenfians for our brother and ſteward, 
was forthwith diſpatched to the townſpeople by Alan, who reached Whaplode 
by ſeven, and delivered the extorted deed into the cuſtody of William Hal- e 
toft. The ſteward was immediately releaſed, and ſpent the night at the vicar's 
houſe. The inſurgents armed with jakkes, ſaletts , and other offenſive f weapons, 
ſurrounded it for fear he ſhould force his way out, while others, for the ſame rea- 
fon, fat up till midnight in the ſteeple. In the morning, being ſatisfied with the 
reſult of their mefſage from Croyland, the ſteward and his companions were re- 
leaſt and made the beſt of their way back to the abbey, he riding with his hood £ 
as torn by the rioters, and his purſe empried of its contents by them Being asked 
what would have been the conſequence if the abbot had been in their hands as * 
the ſteward was; he anſwered that he certainly would not have got away till he _ 
had infranchiſed under the common ſeal all the lands in the pariſh held by his | 8 'F 
naifs b, tor they had ſet ſcouts in the ſteeple to ſee if any of the abbot's ſervants . = om. 
were going to a juſtice of peace that they might kill him if they could catch him. £7 
After this, in order to puniſh this daring riot, the juſtices of the peace in Holland met 
on purpoſe. The jury choſen by the bailiff of Ellow wapentake acquited the peo- 
ple of Whaplode, but found the abbot and his ſteward guilty of occaſioning the 
affray, and malicioufly endeavoured to indict them for it. The juſtices ſeeing their 
remper, appointed another meeting at Spalding, in order to obtain a more diſcrete 
verdict, The ſame jury by the great exertion of two af the former, found tuo 
men of Whaplode guilty of the fray, and indicted William Lombe and Thomas 
Echard. The abbot by advice of his counſel i, in order that the violence offered - | = 
to his ſteward might not eſcape unpuniſhed, went to Jobn * biſhop of Lincoln at | s 
Sleford, to requeſt that he would lay them under excommunication.

When their arrival was notified, they 
were conducted in their gowns without their girdles I, barefooted, with wax can- 
dles in their hands, to the high altar of the conventual church, the abbot fitting 
with his paſtoral ſtaff and robe ®, his convent and rownſpeople attending, they on 
their knees confeſſing their crime, beſought his pardon in the name of his ſteward, 
and abſolution, laying the writing with the ſeal on the altar, and offering the 
candles to Saint Guthlac. The abbot granted them abſolution on their pro- 
miſing never more to lay violent hands on the clergy. He declared his intention 
. of proſecuting the richer of his tenants in Whaplode, for threatening the life of his 
ſteward, which they finding out, privately applied to William Bryde of Holbech, 
ſervant to Thomas Burgh, ſteward general * of Croyland, and a mortal enemy 
to the monaſtery. He promiſed to lay the whole matter before the biſhop of 
Lincoln and Thomas Burgh, for which they made him a handfome preſent. Away 
the goes to London to T. Burgh, intreating him to go to the biſhop of Lincoln, 
and get him to write to the abbot at his own and Burgh's defire to leave the whole 
affair in their hands till he could come there. The biſhop granted his requeſt, 
and thinking he ſhould foon come into this part of his dioceſe, to bring this mat- 
ter to a happy iſſue, ſent the following letter to the abbot by William Bryde.

cc Well beloved and right worſhipful brother, I comaund me unto you. It is don

The towns people fearing the anſwer to this letter beſought Richard Welby, in 
fo far as the abbot and convent would refer this matter to him, ro put an end to it 
for ever by arbitration, He firſt conſulting the biſhop of Lincoln, and having our 
. conſent, the day was fix: for that purpoſe, and an arbitration made to the follow- 
ing effect May 18th, 21 E. IV. by Richard and Thomas Welby, arbitrös indif- 
ferently choſen between Richard abbot of Croyland, on the one party, and John 
Carman prieſt, Herry Legerdown, William Felow, Thomas at Ash, Gilbert 
Markham of Whaplod, and all other inhabitants within the ſame town, the bond- 
men of the ſame abbot within the ſame town only excepte, on that other part 
to arbritrate and deme of and upon all manner of matiers, contraverſies, debatis 
and demaundes hadde and movid betwen the parties aforeſaid, from the beginning 
of the world to the day of making this award. .

*© They award that Carman and the others having wrongfully felled the trees 
wher nevir nor eny of the inhahitants within the ſame town ſyth tyme of mynd 
fellid eny trees growyng within the ſame church yard without leave of the abbor, 
and divers of the inhabitants made aſſawte and affray againſt the king's peace upon 
Dane Lambert Foffedik, bachiler of lawe, and monke of Croyland, ſtywarde of the ſame 
to the abbot, becauſe he came in meſſage from his ſaide abbot to the ſaid inhabitants 
inhibiting them to fell the trees, they ſhall, in their own name and of all the inha- 
bitants, come before the abbot, and acknowledge their offence, beſeech of him to be 
their good lord, and remit his diſpleafure and promiſe never hereafter to offend 
him, to pay him ten pounds for the trees, and ten pounds more to the ſteward 
for damages, and promiſe never more to fell the trees in the church yard. The 
arbitrators undertake to make their peace with the abbot, and prevail on him te 
return the ſaid ten pounds to be applied to the uſe of the church, and ten marks 
of the other ten pounds awarded to the ſteward. And to prevent future grudges 
and diſputes, the abbot agreed to grant to William and Thomas Haltoff, and 
John Sergeant of Whaplod, gents. at their requeſt, ro them the parties before- 
tr" roo and all other inhabitants of the town except the bondmen inhabiting 
therein, to them and their heirs and to all tho that herafter this tyme ſhall 
inhabyt within the ſame town for ever to endure, that at all tymes after this when 
eny trees of xxtie years growth and more be growing within ſaid church yard, 
if four ef the beſt men of lyvelod and goodes of the ſame with the church reves 
alk the abbot's leave to fell them for the uſe of the church, ſhewing him the day 
when they are to be felled, he fhall ſend his debite to the church yard and chooſe 
four of the ſaid trees to fell them at his pleaſure, and convert them to his own uſe, it 
ſhall be lawfull to fell the reſt to the church uſe; And if the abbot neglect to do 
as above, it ſhall ſtill be lawfull to fell them, leaving four of the beſt unfelled for 

him. Provided always, that the ſaid trees be applied to the uſe of the church.” 
One part ſcaled by the arbitrators-and the convent, and the townſmen betoremen- 
tioned-: the other by the arbitrators and rownſmen only. 

Theſe letters being read by the abbot to the convent, and to Richard Welby 

and his brother Thomas, their opinion was aſked how we ſhould ſatisfy. ſuch diſ- 
tinguiſbed perſonages. After mature conſideration, it was reſolved to return them 
for anſwer, that we would refer the matter to the ſaid Richard and Thomas Welbr, 
which would have been immediately done had not William Bryde perverſely told Richard 
Welby, that he was directed by Mr. Burgh to ſay that he himſelf was to tranſac 
the whole buſineſs, which was afterwards found to be abſolutely falſe... 
Jobn Ruſſel was at this time biſhop of Lincoln. Richard Croyland, abbot of 
Croy land, died next year 1482, and was ſucceeded by Lambert Foſſdyk the 
ſteward, who had been fo ill- treated by the Whaplodians, and died about two years 
afterwards.. Mr. Cole imagines that "Thomas Burgh, who ſigns Chr after his name, 
was chancellor of the dioceſe of Lincoln. 

This whole debate is written in a large print hand and very. neat,. and.at the time 
FE affair was tranſacted, very different from every part of the manuſcript. Belo ]- 
it, it being the laſt leaf of the regiſter, is a ſcrawled tranſcript of ſome canons of

Between this and the next leaf are aber in two quarto leaves on vellum, not 


originally belonging to the book, but in an equally old hand with the chief part 


of it, and might probably belong to the officer who took the tolls, a liſt of 
the ſeveral ſorts of merchandiſes brought to theſe fairs and their tolls. It is cu- 
rious not only in ſhewing the few delicacies our frugal anceſtors were contented | 
with in reſpe& to the unbounded luxury of this ſenſual age, but in ſpecifying the 
names of the groſs numbers of each article and other very curious particulars. As 
many of them are now very obſcure, we have ſubjoined from fol. 55, 56. an ex- 
planation, probably for the uſe of the convent, before printing and other helps 


were introduced, of various terms of art made uſe of by mechanics in their ſeveral

HE boundaries both of the Ifle of Croyland and its fenns are ſtated hy Str 
William Dugdale in his Hiſtory of Imbanking, cxliv. from the ſeveral char- 
ters of Bertulph and Edred, kings of England, here printed, Nes V. and VIII. 
but, notwithſtanding the aſſurance of theſe grants, we find the Fenns frequently in- 
vaded. Of the invaſion by the people of Holand and the prior of Spalding, in 
the reign of Henry II. fee before p. 50, 51; again t. John, p. 54; the abbot of 
Peterborough, in the ſame reign, p. 55; and Appendix, N* XXI. In the ſame reign of 
H. III. the jurors of Ellow wapentake preſented the abbot of Croyland to the 
itinerant at Lincoln, for obſtructing the water-courſe by planting willows.

III. and 6 of the prelacy of Henry de Catewick, 
26th lord abbot of Croy land, then lord of that manor, and a proſecution by way 
of preſentment in that Jord's court againſt 17 licenſed ferry men (naute) for diſobey- 
ing thoſe bye laws in taking more in ſcandalum d'ni abv'is 1338.

But in Eaſter term at Lincoln, 23 E. III. the jurors for divers wapentakes in 
this connty preſented, among other things enumerated by Dugdale (Ib. 2 14.) that 
there had wont and ought to be a certain common highway from Spalding to Bro- 
therhouſe, and from thence to Croyland, which ought to be repaired by the abbot 
and town of Croyland, with the bridges over the trenches, whereas it was now ob- 
ſtructed by a dunghill laid there by the abbot's ſervants, and that abbot Henry and 
his convent had appropriated to themſelves the part of that highway at the end of.

i He introduces it on the mention of earl Waldeof in the courſe of his 
; piſtory; not doubting but the lives of Saxon or Engliſh ſaints on this fide the water, 
will be as profitable to the faithful of Ciſalpine Gaul, as thoſe long: but pleaſant 
and uſeful ſtories of the Greek and Egyptian ones; and concludivg that the leſs this 
hiſtory was formerly known, the more it will pleaſe thoſe whe are 1 with 
fervent charity, and are deeply concerned in the tranſactions 4. 

Vitalis, having finiſhed his abſtract of the Saint's life, goes on to relate the cir- 
cumſtances of the foundation of the abbey, as he had heard them from Anſgot 
the ſubprior and the ſenior monks: that king Ethelbald having, in one of his viſits 


eaſt to Aſendic dyke, three to the weſt, two to the ſouth, and two to the north, 
free from all temporal tax, performed his promiſe by a publio charter. He erected 
an houſe and church of ſtone on piles and earth brought in by the water of 
 Vppalond, and ſettled monks there under Kenyvulf a perſon of reputation at that 
time, who left his name to the ſtone which he placed as a. boundary, againſt. the 
Deepingers. 

In the Daniſh invaſion under Ingar, Halfdene and Gudrun this monaſtery among 
others was laid waſte and plundered, the towns ruined, and, oontrary to the canon 
law, reduced to lay fees ©. In the reign of Edred, Turketyl a clerk of. London f of 
the blood royal, and related to Aſketul archbiſhop of; Vork, and a. man of great pro- 
perty, obtained of that prince a grant of Croy land, not to increaſe his poſſeſſions, 
bur in order to devote himſelf to religious retirement among the religious who had 
retired to that deſart ſpot, environed on every fide with fens and marſhes. Ac- 
cordingly after a prudent arrangement of his worldly affairs, he became monk at 
Croyland, and having been inſtrumental in increaſing, the number of religious 
there, he was by divine direction and the choice of good men appointed their 
maſter and abbot. He lived in habits of friendſhip with the holy prelates Dun- 
ſtan archbiſhop of Croyland, Adel wold biſhop of Wincheſter, Oſwald biſhop of 
Worcefter afterwards archbiſhop of York. Such was: his liberality. that. he be- 
ſtowed on this bouſe ſixty marks of his paternal eſtate, and gave for the ſouls of 

his parents fix towns, viz.. Wellingborough, Beby, Werthorp, Elmington, Coten-

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ham and Hokington, and confirmed his will by the ſeal of king Edmund ſon of 


king Edgar. Archbiſhop Dunſtan and his ſuffragans ſet their marks of the croſs 
to the above donation, adding a curſe of excommunication and eternal perdition to 
all who robbed the church of any of the above property. 

Turketyf dying a conſiderable time after on the rv ides of July, was fucceeded 


by his nephew Brithmer, and he by another Egelrie his kinſman.. On his death 


Oſketul a monk of noble family £ was appointed abbot. His ſiſter Leniova was 
lady of Enolfefbury, where at that time lay the body of St. Neot abbot and con- 
feſſor, but a ſuitable fervice was not performed og him- She went therefore to 
Wittleſey, and ſeading for her brother Oſketub and ſome of the monks of Croy- 
land, delivered to ſome of the worthier among them the body of St. Neot, which 
ſhe' had brought with her, and it was depoſited by the altar of our lady in the 
north ſide of the church, and the feſtival of the ſaint celebrated on 2 kal. Auguſt. 


'Oſketul dying 12 kal. November, was ſueceeded by Godric, and he dying 14 kal. 


February by Brithmer. 


There was ar thar time a relioious houſe Þ at Pegeland under the government 
of the noble abbot Ulfgeat. Pega ſiſter of St. Guthlac had long ſerved the Lord 
in that place. After the death of her brother ſhe took a journey to Rome, where ſhe 
died 6· id: fanuary. She was buried in the church: ereted here to her ane. 


and wrought many miracles for her votaries. 


On the. death of abbot Brithmer 7 id. April, Ulfgeat father of Pegeland peti- 


tioned. king Edward ſon of Egelred for leave to unite the two houſes. His ſuit was 


granted; and he governed Croyland many years, and died on the nones of July. He 
was ſucceeded. by Ulf ketel monk of Peterborough at the command of his abbot 
Leofrie and by the appointment of king Edward. He governed twenty-four years, 
and began to rebuild: the church which was now become ruinous. In this good 


work he was aſſiſted by Waltheof earl of Northampton ſon of Sivard, duke of 


Northumberland, who gave the town called Bernack to the ſervants of God and 
St. Guthlac. This earl being not long after by the malice of the Normans who 
envied him beheaded at Wincheſter, his body at the requeſt of his wife Judith, 


with king William's leave, was conveyed by Ulfketel to Croyland.. 
Shortly after the abbot himſelf, being an Engliſhman and obnoxious to the 


Normans, was on a charge brought againiſt him by his enemies deprived by arch- 


biſhop Lanfrane, and confined in Glaſtonbury abbey: Ingulfus a monk of Fonte- 


pelle was preſented to Croyland abbey by king William, and governed it twenty- 
four years during many troubles, He was of Engliſh extraction, ſecretary to the king, 
and took a Journey to Jeruſalem. From-thence he returned to Fontenelle, and re- 


ceived the tonſure i under the learned abbot Eubert there. The king, who was 
acquainted with: him before, ſent for him, and made him abbot of C royland. One 


of the firſt acts of his adminiſtration was to obtain the King's favour for Ulf ke- 
tel to return to his own. church at Feterborough, where he. died a few years al- 
ter 7 id. June. 


r ee h. Cœnobium- i- Mopachilem habitum. 
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Ingulfus ſpared no pains to relieve his monaſtery, but experienced many wiale of 
providence, Part of the church with the offices ®, veſtments, books, and many 
other neceſſary articles were deſtroyed by a ſudden fire. He himſelf was greatly 
afflicted with the gout long before his death; but his actisity of mind never for- 
ſook him. He ordered the body of earl Waltheof, to be tranſlated from the 

chapter into the church, and water to be warmed to waſh the bones. But no 
ſooner was the lid of the ſarcophagus removed, than the body though it had lain 
there ſixteen years appeared as entire as the day it was buried, and the head faf- 
tened to it: only the monks and ſeveral lay aſſiſtants ſaw a red thread! as a mark 
of his having been beheaded. Aſter the body was depolited near the altar it 
wrought many miracles. 

Ingulfus dying 16 Kal. December was ſucceeded by Joffrid, who Was 2 "fuigular 
'benefactor to the church of Croyland. He was a native of Orleans in France, and 
had from his youth received a learned education, in the abbey of 8t. Ebrulf, found- 
ed by that holy man at Uticum, in the reign of Childeberi, he took the tonſure 
under abbot Mainer. After fifteen years probation there in the different offices, 
he was appointed prior, and in the year 1009, by order of king Henry of Eng- 
land, was advanced to this abbey, He finiſhed the new church in a moſt beautiful 
manner, and during the fifteen years of his adminiſtration completed ſeveral, other 
good undertakings for the benefit of himſelf and the flock committed to his care, 
In his ſecond year miracles were firſt wrought at the tomb of earl Waltheof to the 
great joy of the Engliſh; but Audinus a Norman monk ridiculing the devotees, 
and reflecting on the. earl as a traiter, while the abbot was mildly reproving him, 
he was ſuddenly ſeized with a diſorder in his bowels *, and died at St. Alban's te 
which abbey he belonged. The following night as the abbot lay revolving theſe 
things in his mind, he thought himſelf placed by the ſhrine of the earl, and the 
apoſtle Bartholomew and the hermit Guthlac with him in white garments. The 
apoſtle taking the head as faſtened to the body ® ſaid, © He is not headleſs;“ 
Guthlac at the feet anſwered, he was an earl.” The apoſtle cloſed the line * 

by adding, © but now he is a king ?,” The abbot relating this to the monks, they 
_ glorified God who never forſaketh thoſe who put their truſt in him. After fifteen 
years adminiſtration Joffrid died, and was ſucceeded by Waldeve an Engliſhman, 
monk of the honſe and brother of Goſpatric an Engliſh nobleman. Miracles in- 
creaſing at the earl's tomb, Vitalis an Engliſhman was ordered to celebrate them, 


n he did in the following verſe:

King Williams arms never proſpered, nor did he enjoy peace long after the 
murder. of this earl, which was a laſting reproach on him; and his iflue were ſo: 
completely rooted out of England that they will never, ſays our author, unleſs: 
I am much miſtaken, get footing in it more.“

Waltheof was a tall handſome man, of a liberal and undaunted ſpirit, very de- 
vout, and charitable to the poor. He was kept a year in priſon at Wincheſter, 
which time he ſpent in confeſſing his ſias, and rypeating: every day the 150 pſalms, 


which he learnt by heart in his youth. (Ib. 535.) 


In the pariſh of Swaff ham in the county of Norfolk north weſt of the town, 
about two miles by the Lynn road, was a hamlet antiently called Stow and Guth-- 
lake's Stow, from the chapel that was there dedicated to St. Guthlao, thus deſcribed: 
in the regiſter of Caſtleacre abbey in the Harleian library (fol. 97. 80.) Alan ſon 
of Godfrey. of Swaffham t. Henry II. gave to the monks there liberty of a fold 
courſe and "Al the tenements they held of him in Swaff ham and Guthlake's Stow, 
and eighteen acres thereof lying near St. Guthlac's chapel, &c.. Gilbert de Gaunt 
his nephew, earl of Leiceſter, confirmed to them forty acres at Gudlaciſtovig. 
Alexander de Baſſingburne releaſed to them all William de Meleburne's lands in 
Guthlake's Stow. It is probable the prior and con vent were obliged to find a prieſt 
to officiate on certain days in this chapel; for 39 Edw. III. the prior was ſummoned 
to a court held for John of Gaunt duke of Lancaſter, to ſhew cauſe why he ſhould 
not find a prieſt to officiate two days in a week in this chapel, as he had been pro- 
ſecuted for not doing it; but he ſhewed he was under no ſuch obligation 1. This 
place is now called by corruption Gd lack's cloſes. The chapel was ſtanding

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Dr. Naſh * miſtakes in ſuppoſing that the canons of Wigs held their 
lands at Ludley in the pariſh of Haleſowen of this church : for their article in 
Domeſday, though it follows that of St. Guthlac, is totally diſtindt. 

In the chapel of St. Cuthbert * at Hereford were of old time prebendaries who 
were tranſlated to the church of St. Peter within the city, built by W. de Lacy 
t. William the Conqueror, and endowed by him with ſeveral eſtates ®, which col. 
legiate church with all its revenues being given A. D. 1107 by Hugh de Lacy his 
ſon to St. Peter's abbey at Glouceſter, the provoſt and ſecular canons were changed 
into a prior and Benediftine monks, who were removed into the eaſt ſuburb with- 
out Biſhopſgate, where Robert Betun * biſhop of Hereford gave them the ground 
whereon was built the monaſtery of St. Peter, St. Paul, and St. Gurhlac, val. 
26 Hen. VIII. at 1211. 3s. 3 d. ob. per annum. The cell of St. Guthlac near 
Hereford, parcel of St. Peter's Glouceſter, was granted 34 Hen. VIII. to John Ap 
Rice. This houſe was not for nuns as Gervaſe of Canterbury MS. nor was the 
priory for Franciſcan friars, and the priory of St. Peter and St. Paul for canons 
Auguſtine as Speed; for this was but one priory though called ſometimes by the 
name of one ſaint and ſometimes by that of another, and often by the name of all 
three.

coes pdeas ex utraq; pte bene & fidir obſervand* pres pdce ſigilla ſua pſentibs in- 
dent” alternat' appoſuerunt. Hiis teſtibus: Johe Speck, Henr* Weſton, Jolie 
Swanno, & aliis de Spaldyng. Dar' ap' Spaldyng die veneris ꝓx' ante feſtum Aſ- 
ſencõis Dñ̃i aꝰ regni regis Henrici ſexto decimo, i. e. 5 May, 1432. On a label of 
the ſame thick velum drawn through the turn-up at the bottom of this deed a 
round ſeal of red wax a capital M crowned, the initial of the leſſor's name or per- 
haps in honour of the Virgin Mary, a conceit not uncommon in thoſe times. By 
the words zorong beunded indorſed twice in a more modern hand, it ſhould ſeem it 
was imagined there was ſome miſtake in it as to that point. Ir is the earlieſt inſtance 
Mr. Johnſon had ſeen of the mention of its being ſealed alternately; the covenants 


for repairs mutually are worded in the ablative caſe with purticiples.
